OF THE 

ORIGIN AND PROGRESS OF DISCOVERY, 

BT SEA AND LAND ,

IN ANCIENT, MODERN, AND THE MOST RECENT TIMES. 


I N the early period of human hiftory, when voyages and travels were not undertaken 
from the view of amufement or inftruftion, or from political or commercial mo¬ 
tives, the difcovery of adjacent countries was chiefly effe&ed by war, and of diftant 
regions by commerce. 

The wars of the Egyptians with the Scythians, mentioned in the priftine pages of 
hiftory, mu/1 have opened faint fources of information concerning the circumjacent 
tribes. The Afiyrian and Perfian empires could not have been confolidated, without 
an increafe of this knowledge; but which, like that acquired by the Perfian con- 
quefts, which feem to have embraced the northern part of Hindoftan, is buried in 
profound darknefs from the want of literary monuments. Under the Grecian empire 
of Alexander and his fucceffors, the progrefs of difcovery by war is firft marked on the 
page of hiftory ; and fcience began to attend the banners of vi&ory. 

The opulence of nature was now to be difdofed ; and Greece was aftonifhed at the 
miracles of India. The Romans not only inherited the Grecian knowledge, but, ex- 
rending their arms to the North and Weft, accumulated difcoveries upon regions dimly 
defcried by the Greeks, through the obfcurity in which the Phenicians enveloped their 
commercial advantages, Spain was unveiled by the Punic wars; and the eagles of the 
firft Cefar were feen in the extremities of Gaul, and in the fouthern parts of Britain, 
fhe weftern regions of Germany afforded farther fcenes of enterprife, and the fleets of 
Rome vifited the Baltic. 

On the fouth the Egyptians had difdofed a portion of Africa, and maintained their 
ancient commercial relations with Hindoftan; which, with its fine linens, diamonds, 
fpices, and perfumes, has always been the very centre and focus of ex ten five com¬ 
merce. The rudenefs of the natives of weftern Africa led to the eftablilhinent of 
vol. xvir. a colonies 
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colonies and conquers; amongft which Carthage ^reared her proud head, rivalling 
Rome, the future emprefs of the world, and holding in fubjection tributary monarchies 
of Africa* But the defemof that country forbad the progrefs of armies : and Nature 
feemed to have fet bounds to ambition, Africa is the only continent which never was 
conquered ; and Alexander needed not to have fighed for other worlds. Hence It is alfo 
the molt favage of all the continents, and being unknown in war, is alfo unknown in 
peace. Oceans of fand which permit no navigation, and where the fhip of the defert, 
as the camel has been called, faintly plods his way in the fcanty and weary caravan, are 
impaffable to armies with their necefiary waggons and provifions j expofed befides, from 
their very numbers, to the hurricanes of fand, affording in an inftant death arid a grave. 
A portion of the army of Cambyfes, on their attempting a paffage to one of the Oafes, 
or fertile ifles, that emerge from the fandy fea, was devoured by this new tempefl j 
and only a moment interpofed between the appearance of a pompous army, and that of 
a hill of fand, which covered forever the joyous and victorious battalions. Africa may 
thus for ages continue unknown, unconquered, uncivilized, may continue her fale of 
Haves with the Mahometans, if not with the Ghriilians; which affords however, as 
human life is only the choice of evils, feme alleviation to the former horrors of internal 
warfare, in which the captive was referved as the favourite food of the conqueror ; and 
the unborn infant was the turtle and venifon of the Jaga. Even in China, in the ninth 
century, it appears from the Mahometan travellers that human flefli was fold in the 
markets ; while we find no trace of fuch barbarifm among the nations mentioned in the 
Scripture, the moil ancientof written records; which,with many other circumftances, leads 
to an inference that civilifatton irradiated from the centre of Afia ; and that it would be 
vain to feek for its commensement in China, or even Hindoftan, efpecially as the latter 
country was divided into fmall kingdoms, fo late as the age of Alexander, and feems to 
have imbibed its fmail portion of the fciences from its intercourfe with Egypt on the 
the fouth, fioni the Perfian conquefls on the north, which may even have imparted the 
Sanfcrit, a facred and claflical language, like the Latin in Europe, and which late en¬ 
quiries seem to evince to be a branch of the ancient Perfian or Gothic. The Grecian king¬ 
dom of Baftria may alfo have diffufed fotne rays of fcience among the Hindoos ; while 
their ancient Bramins and Gymnofophifts refembled the Magi of the Perfians, or pre¬ 
tended priefts and magicians, common among all barbarous nations, who fupply the 

want of kno wledge by artifice, or operate delufions byfomefkiil in what is called natural 
magic. 

Having thus attempted to eftabliih the progrefs and centre of difeovery by conqueft, 
which led to the moft certain and permanent efte&s; it will be proper to aflame with 
more detail the progrefs of ancient difeovery by commerce, which led to a faint view of 
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the countries, which conquefl: was afterwards completely to invefligate. The chart was 
defigned by the fhip, but the map was drawn by the fword. The reports of merchants 
led Alexander to India, and Cefar to Gaul and Britain. The peculiar produ&s of Hin- 
doflan, the diamonds, fpikenard, and fpices, the tin of Cornwall, the amber of Pruffia, 
were all known to the Greeks for ages before Alexander encountered Porus. An ancient 
author informs us that Cefar was tempted to the conquefl: of Britain by the fight of the 
pearls, which he probably received from the merchants of Gaul. At this day a little 
commerce arifes from the pearls found in the mya, or what is called the horfe muffel, not 
uncommon in the rivers of the north of Scotland, particularly the Erne, the South Elk, 
and the Ythan ; and we are not to wonder that the Gallic merchants traded fo far, when 
we_find that even after the fall of the Roman empire, veffels from Gaul vifited the weft' 
ern iflands of Scotland, and brought tidings of an earthquake in Italy.* Thus avarice 
led the way to ambition; and the extenfion of commerce attracted the extenfion of war. 

It is well known that two nations of antiquity contend for the palm of early com- 
merce, the Egyptians and Phenicians, who fliine in thefirft fragments of recorded know¬ 
ledge. But Egypt was fo fertile a country that its external relations feem always to have 
yielded to thofe of the narrow and barren province of Phenicia, where the merchants of 
Tyre and Sidon rivalled the princes of theEaft. In modern times we have feen a marlh, 
interfered with ditches, and defended by ftrong embankments, from a boifterous and 
fuperior fea, rife to a high rank among European Hates; and with no native produce, 
except butter and cheefe from its rich paftures, (for even its linen is from Siiefia), diffufe 
its commerce and colonies through every quarter of the globe, and difpute even with 
England the empire of the ocean. Such feem to have been the Phenicians of antiquity; 
of whofe commerce we find extenfive and lafting traces in Europe and Africa, while 
concerning that of the Egyptians few evidences appear. It feems to have been chiefly 
confined to Hindoftan, and perhaps Eaftern Africa. The learned Huet, bilhop of Av- 
ranches, has, with great care and erudition, compiled a hiftory of ancient commerce at 
the defire of the celebrated Colbert, minifter of the finances of France, a moft able and 
enlightened flatefman, who exerted every nerve to extend the commerce of his country. 
This great work, which is little known except to the learned, will be our chief guide in a 
view of ancient commerce, which forms the belt and fureft foundation for that of ancient 
difcovery, and as he is of remarkable accuracy, the learned reader is referred to him for 
the original fources, as the nature of thiseflay attending a popular work, neither admits 
nor requires the conftant quotations, neceflary in a learned difiertation, for the ufe of a 
few critical enquirers.

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Our profound author, beginning with the firft traces of man upon the globe, obferves 
that Cain, as an agricultor, muft have exchanged with Abel, who was a herdfman, corn 
againft meat and flrins for clothing: and thus, perhaps the firft murder arofe from a 
quarrel originating in commercial intercourfe. He then proceeds to ftate, that "I ubal 
Cain, the firft artificer of brafs and iron, muft have exchanged the produas of his 
labour for other articles ; and that navigation muft have been at a very low ebb before 
the flood, elfe (hips of any fize might have faved great numbers of mankind. Thefe 
fpeculations Ihallbe left to the learned bifliop, who feems to have refolved, according to 
the Spanifli proverb, “ to leave nothing in the inkhorn.” But he foon afliimes the 
exuberance of his learning, and the fplendour of his talents, to difcufs a mod variegated 
theme with great erudition and precifion. 

“ The Holy Scripture does not furmlh a more ancient example of commerce than 
that of the caravan of Ifmaelites and Madianites, to whom Jofeph was fold by his bre¬ 
thren. They returned from Galaad bringing their camels laden with fpices, and other 
precious merchandifes of that country, to be imported into Egypt, where there was a 
great fale, on account of embalming the bodies after death. The pur chafe which they 
made of Jofeph, and the fale whfch they made of him in Egypt, to Potophar, the chief 
of the houfehold of Pharaoh, fhews that their traffic was not confined to thofe mer¬ 
chandifes of Galaad. Their country was fituated between Galaad and Egypt, regions 
abounding in peculiar produQs, which they exchanged from the one to the other, by con- 
ftant journies, and affiduous labour. It muft, neverthelefs be remarked, that when Jacob, 
for the fecondtime, fent his Tons to buy corn in Egypt, he ordered them to take the moft 
precious articles to prefent to Jofeph, fo as to procure his favour ; and that thofe merchan¬ 
difes were almoft the fame that the Ifmaelites and Madianites had brought from Galaad. 
Jofeph himfelf undertook a commerce of far greater importance j when, having divined 
from the dreams of Pharaoh, the feven years of famine, which were to afflift Egypt and 
Canaan, and even all the earth, he flcilfully profited by the feven years of plenty, which 
were to precede them, and amafled a greater quantity of corn in the royal granaries than 
was fufficient to extraft all the filver and all the cattle of Egypt; and to turn all the funds of 
the country to the profit of the King, and thus furnifh fupplies to adjacent countries.” 

The reader will hence perceive, that the exquifite hiftory of Jofeph includes, not only 
the firft formal mention of commerce, but the Have trade, the bribery of a minifter, 
the dreams of a monarch, the corn laws, the property tax, and the principles of 
monopoly. 

But when our learned author argues from the filver which Jofeph puts into the coffers 
of his brethren, that money was then known, he forgets that no Egyptian coin has 
ever been-found prior to the Ptolemies; and, as it is probable, that rupees were equally 
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unknown in Hindoftan at that period, the friver muft have been in bars, which were 
cut, as in China, according to the value wanted* 

It would feem that the Egyptians chiefly enjoyed the commerce of the Eafl by the 
Red Sea; and the Phenicians that of the Weft, by the Mediterranean, although the 
latter were not wholly eftranged from the commerce of the Eafl:, being in pofleffion of 
a port at the ^extremity of the Red Sea ; as the Egyptians often availed themfelves of 
the mouths of the Nile, to trade to the ports of the Weft, fo that one of the ports of 
Tyre was called the Egyptian haven. Strabo has obferved, that the fir ft kings of 
Egypt, contented with the opulence of their country, interdicted foreign commerce ; but 
this obfervation feems to apply to the trade by the Mediterranean, which might have be¬ 
come dangerous to Egypt from the eafy accefs to the whole kingdom, by the mouths of 
the Nile, and the navigable courfe of that river for the fmall veiTels of that time ; fo that 
it became a matter of ftate policy, not to open this defeat to the eyes of ftrangers. But 
the trade with Hindoftan was very anciently known, both to the Egyptians and Pheni¬ 
cians ; and Ptolemy Philadelphus only re-opened and improved this branch of commerce* 
Perhaps in the foundation of Alexandria, at a diftance from the mouths of the Nile, 
one motive was to have a port which would not expofe that facred and pervading river to 
the eyes of foreigners. The enmity of Alexander to Tyre, and her daughter Carthage, 
might alfo induce him to feleft this filiation between them ; a fituation which attracted 
a prodigious commerce for more than eighteen centuries, till the trade of the Eaft was 
opened by the Cape of Good Hope, communicating by canals and the Red Sea, with 
the whole oriental world, and with eaftem Africa ; and, by the Mediterranean, with 
part of Afia, Europe, and Africa* But the early commerce of Egypt by the Red Sea 
was impeded by the Idumeans, who only permitted them to ufe one ftup ia the inter- 
courfe with Hindoftan. The pretended conquefts of the ancient kings of Egypt, Ofiris 
and Sefoftris, in Hindoftan, only indicate, according to our learned author, the origins 
of a great trade with that country, eftabiifliing an influence fimilar to conquefts, of 
which examples are not wanting in modern times. 

The chronological plan, purfued by Huet, has many inconveniences, while it would 
have been a fuperior arrrangement to have exhibited in one view the commercial hiftory 
of each country. Under the article India, he refumes this Egyptian intercourfe; and 
obferves, that when Cambyfes conquered Egypt, many Egyptians fought refuge in Hin- 
doftan. As the Perfians then had, and ftill retain, a molt Angular and rooted averfion to 
fea voyages, founded on the unconquerable ideas of their ancient religion, the Perfian 
conqueft fuper-induced the ruin of Egyptian commerce, till it was revived by Ptolemy 
Philadelphus* Much information on this fubjeft may be derived from Arrian’s Periplus 
of the jled Sea, who inftrufts us, at the fame time, that the ancient route was chiefly 
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along the fhorcs of Arabia, and foil them Perfia, to the Indus, the pilot Ilippalus hav¬ 
ing been the firft who traverfed the wide fea. 

The Egyptians alfo traded with Ethiopia, by means of the Nile; having portable 
boats when they came to the catarafts. It is alfo probable that they vifited the eaftern 
coaft of Africa, following the Ihores as ufual in the early navigations. It is even 
likely that the name Aphrica , as impofed by the Greeks, is only a flight alteration of 
the oriental word Ophir, a commercial name celebrated in Scripture for gold and other 
products, ftill abundantly found in Sofala and other parts of eaftern Africa; not more 
diftant from the Egyptian ports on the Red Sea, than Tarfhifli or Tarteffus, the ifle of 
Gades or Cadiz, in Spain, from Tyre or Sidon. 

Such are the obfcure notices concerning the ancient commerce of Egypt, which 
would require* indeed, a fpedal differtation, to collett and collate the different authorities, 
and to weigh them in the fcales of deliberate criticifm. But the commerce of the 
Phenicians having been directed to the North and Weft, is more interefting to the 
European reader, and fhall therefore be refumed. 

The commerce of the Phenicians has been celebrated fince the earlieft dawn of 
Grecian hiftory. Herodotus informs us that they were even the carriers of the trade of 
Egypt and Aflyria; as if they were the very inventors, not only of navigation and 
commerce, but of aftronomy j the obfervation of the ftars having been indifpenfable to 
mariners before the compafs was invented in the twelfth century, for it is mentioned by 
a French poet about the year 1200. This ineftimable difcovery had probably palled 
to the Weft during the Crufades, and exiftence of the kingdom of Jerufalem, for it had 
been long known to the Chinefe; and the obfcurity of the invention is probably owing 
to its having been gradually adopted by a few velfels that vifited the ports of the Chriftian 
kingdom of Jerufalem. But before this improvement fome knowledge of the ftars 
was indifpenfable to navigators, whence their various appearances are carefully noted in 
the ancient calendars or almanacs. Pliny, whofe work is a Cyclopedia of ancient 
knowledge, and whofe reading few ancient authors had efcaped, regards the Phenicians 
as the inventors of commerce. Not contented with the wide espanfe of the Mediter¬ 
ranean, they entered the Ocean by the Streights of Gibraltar, and extended their trade 
to the North and South, nearly a thoufand years before the Chriftian epoch. In the time 
of Solomon they were fo famous that in emulation he ordered fleets, to follow their 
track to Tarihifh and Ophir. For the more commodious intercourfe with the Red Sea, 
that Prince founded a town- as an intermediate mart; but this could not be Palmyra, 
which is in a very different direction, with temples dedicated to fall'e gods; and the 
oriental tradition is of no avail, as it is well known, even from the Arabian Tales, that 
every remarkable monument is afcribed to Solomon. In return for the advantages of 
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trade, Solomon affigned to the Tyrians, under the name of Hiram their king or chief 
magiftrate, twenty town&ips, as an additional territory. But ancient Tyre, which was 
ruined by Nebuchadnezzar, and ftood on the continent, rauft not be confounded with 
the more modern, taken by Alexander, which was raifed upon a little ifle. The 
ancient commerce of Tyre has been illuftrated by the Prophet Ezekiel. Among the 
moll curious^ar tides, were ivory from the ifles of Chittim ; fine linen and embroidered 
work from Egypt j blue and purple from the iiles of Elilhah ; filver, iron, tin, and 
lead from Tarlhifh (all wliich metals are Hill found in Spain)} flaves and velfels of brafs 
from Javan, Tubal, and Melhech ; horfes and mules from Togarmah; ivory and ebony 
from Dedan; bright or polilhed iron, cafiia, and calamus, from Dan and Javan; 
fpices, precious ftones, and gold, from Sheba and Raamah. Many of thefe countries 
might be illuftrated from their products, but this would require a learned commentary; 
and the reader is meanwhile referred to the commentators. But it niuft not be forgotten 
that, both in ancient and modern times, the intermediate mart has often been confounded 
with the original country, efpecially if very diftant; thus Mocoa ftones have been 
underltood to be a product of Mocoa in Arabia, while they palled thither from weftern 
India; and that fine fabric called mullin, derives its name mufdino , from the town of 
Moful on the Tigris, where it was brought by caravans from India. 

Carthage was the daughter of Tyre, and fucceeded to the fplendours of the Phenician 
name in commerce and difcovery. Situated at a great diftance to the Weft, her dif- 
coveries became more interefting to the inhabitants of Europe. Her conquefts in 
Africa and Sicily imprefs us with lefs attention, than thofe in Spain, and her vifits to 
other portions of weftern Europe. The tin, which Tyre had brought from Spain, 
Carthage, by a more remote progrefs, difcovered in the fouth of England; and the 
ancient emprefs of the feas unknowingly vifited the modern. The manufactures of 
Carthage feem to have been few, confifting chiefly of cabinet work, and of that pre¬ 
pared and ornamented leather of which they left the art in Africa, whence we Hill 
derive our morocco. At the beginning of the third Punic war, which caufed her ruin, 
Carthage counted feven hundred thoufand inhabitants; and in Africa alone not lefs than 
three hundred towns and villages obeyed her fway. The Carthaginian territory not 
only included all the coaft which extends from the greater Syrtis to the columns of 
Hercules,—afpace of more than three thoufand miles,—but an extent from the fame 
columns towards the fouth, where Hanno built fo many towns, and eftablilhed fo many 
colonies. In Spain, alrnoft entirely conquered, Afdrubal founded the celebrated city of 
Carthagena, defcribed in fuch glowing colours by Polybius. 

Such was the Carthaginian empire, founded by trade, and matured by arms; the 
firft empire which irradiated Europe, and infufed forae civilization in the Weft. But 
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the negleft of literature, the want of the facred torch of fcience, have left her glories 
in darknefs. It has been well obferved that the chief celebrity of any nation arifes from 
her authors, who can alone perpetuate fame; and never was the fuper-eminence of the 
pen over the fword more completely difplayed, than in the oblivion which has buried 
the tranfitory fame of Carthage, for feven centuries the emprefsof the Weft. The Ca¬ 
naries or fortunate Ifles, and the coaft of Africa, as far as the ftill remarkable pro¬ 
montory called the Chariot of the Gods, near the modern Cape Blanco, were vilited 
by Carthaginian navigators : and in the diftant ifle to the weft, mentioned by Diodorus 
Siculus and another ancient, you may trace Madeira with its pompous forefts. But the 
natives of Africa fhrunk from the northern cold, and the new regions of fnovv, a phe¬ 
nomenon which feems to have ftrangely imprefled their fancy, and led to fabulous re¬ 
ports concerning the denfity of the northern air. The voyage of Hanno towards the 
fouth has been preferved, yet of doubtful authenticity: that of Himilco along the weft- 
ern coafts of Europe, which would have been of lingular curiolity, is utterly loft, though 
quoted by Feftus Avienus.* 

Such is the real progrefs of the Carthaginians, as delineated by ancient authors. Imagi¬ 
nary writers, who miftake their fancy for their memory, and afcendin their literary balloons 
to build caftles in the air, may dream of Phenician colonies and monuments in Great Britain 
and Ireland; but they do not feem even to have eftablifhed a factory in lb northern a climate, 
foreign to their African habits and conftitutions, and among warlike and jealous tribes. 
But, remarkable for their frugality of life and religious zeal, they feem to have imparted 
the worfliip of Baal or Belus, human facrifices; and the myfterious rites pra&ifed in 
the groves by a peculiar priefthood, the noted Druids of the ancients, a fyftem which 
Cefar informs us had recently rifen in Britain, and thence fpread to Gaul. But its atro¬ 
cious cruelty occalioned its abolition in Gaul by Tiberius; and a limilar effefit muft have 
followed the firft conqueft of England by Claudius, fo that in pofterior times we only 
find Druideffes mentioned, an ill-chofen name for the witches or female magicians. But 
fuch is the perverfion of poetry, that the fanguinary rites, the human facrifices are for¬ 
gotten ; and the Druids are mentioned with veneration, while the facrifices to Baal, 
recorded in the Scripture, are objects of horror and deteftation. 

Sd jealous were the Carthaginians of the profitable trade in tin, that one of their pilots, 
perceiving his ftiip followed by a Roman veflel, ran it among the rocks of Scilly, that 
the other might alfo perifli; which happened, and the pilot was recompenfed by his 
country. But tin, of which the mention is as ancient as Homer, was not the only traffic of

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England. Strabo adds not only lead and iron, but filver and gold. Both the latter 
metals are ftill found in Cornwall, but remain unwrought and concealed, on account of 
one of the moft unwife laws in the Englifli code, which afligns thefe precious metals to 
the monarch, inftead of a tenth, as in Spain and other countries. But the gold and fil- 
ver may at that time have been confined to the north; for Cicero repeatedly mentions in his 
letters that thefe metals do not exift In Britain, as he learned from his correfpondence with 
his brother Quintus and with Cefar himfelf, both then in the Ifland. In like manner the 
exiftence of pearls had been denied, till Agricola difcovered them in the north, as recorded 
by Tacitus. But Strabo, who lived in the time of Auguftus and Tiberius, and whofe de- 
fcription is curious, as having preceded the fir ft conqueft by Claudius, (for Julius had only 
made a defultory invafion,) fpecially mentions the precious metals as already ftatedj and 
adds hides and leather, and hunting dogs. Thefe Britifh dogs, fo celebrated by the ancients, 
appear to have been the fieuth or flough hounds, or blood hounds of the middle ages, 
having been ufed in war by the Gauls, a purpofe for which that dog alone could have been 
felefted. They continued even in the fixteenth century to be ufed in tracing and feizing rob¬ 
bers, efpecially in the border inroads, but are now extremely rare, and perhaps only found 
in the environs of Neidwood Eoreft in Staffordfture j whence one came that was fhewn to 
the author. He flood higher than a large grey-hound, of a far thicker make, and 
ftronger limbs; the back of a brownifh-black, the belly reddifh, pafling into white in 
the middle line ; of great ferocity, and conftantly chained. Two of thefe dogs might 
probably ftrnggle with a Caledonian boar or bear ; but they alfo feem to have been ufed 
as guards at the Roman villas, near the gates of which cave canem, ** Beware of the 
dog,” cautioned the vifitors againft their ferocity. 

Among the products of England, Strabo alfo enumerates corn, for agriculture had 
been introduced by the Belgic fettlers, and the fertility of the country fupplied fome for 
exportation. 

The chief imports were fait, pottery, and works in copper, ivory, and amber: for 
the copper even of Cornwall feems to have efcaped the rude natives, but would not long 
have been hid from Carthaginian avarice, if allowed to have founded even a factory, or 
to have employed their own people, fuch proficients in all the arts of the times. 

The conquefts and commerce of the Romans fucceeded thofe of the Carthaginians; 
but an anterior and interefting topic arifes in the intercourfe between Britain and Gaul, 
which was naturally frequent in the mod ancient times. The great trade of Marfeilles 
and Narbonne was fometimes, though rarely, extended to Britain: but the Veiled, or 
people of Vannes, on the weftem coaft, feem to have been the matters of this trade. 
The idea given of their power by Cefar himfelf, furprifes us in a Belgic tribe. When 
that great General conquered the Belgse, he demanded hoftages from the Veneti j but 
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as their trade with Britain was very lucrative* and they under Rood his defign of invading 
that country, they attempted to divert him from his purpofe, by exciting commotions in 
Gaul. Cefar defcribes them as the moft powerful tribe in that region, by the number 
and ftrength of the veffels they equipped, chiefly for the Engiifh trade; by the 
Ikill and experience of their feamen; by feveral fmaller ports which were fubjeft to them ; 
and by the tribute which they raifed on all the fhips that navigated that fea. Cefar in¬ 
formed of this revolt, or rather noble attempt to reclaim their liberty and property, 
gave orders that ihips fhould be built in the Loire, and in the confluent rivers, adapted 
to that rough ocean, and very different from thofe ufed by the Romans in the Medi¬ 
terranean. The fhips of the Veneti themfelves were chofen as models, being broader 
and flatter at the bottom, and higher both in poop and prow; conftru&ed of more 
folid materials, bearing fails of leather to refift the force of the winds, and anchors 
attached to chains of iron; befides being carefully Teamed with fea-weed, to prevent 
the planks from parting when dry. This Angular pifture of art, joined with rudenefs, 
is one of the moft curious in the whole hiftory of navigation. The Britons, their 
allies, fent a fleet to their afliftance, fo that they oppofed to Cefar not lefs than two hun¬ 
dred and twenty fhips, well ftored with all kinds of maritime ammunition, and provifion. 
Meanwhile Cefar had ordered all the fkilful pilots that could be found to be affembled, with 
a great number of rowers, to man fhips from the weft and fouth of Gaul, even from the Me¬ 
diterranean. But Cefar’s fleet would certainly have been defeated, if he had not ufed a 
ftratagem, by fixing fcythes at the end of long poles, fo as to cut the cordage which fup- 
ported their fails, fo that their fhips remained a prey to the Romans, and thole gallant mer¬ 
chants fubmitted to the yoke of Rome. But as the power of the Veneti is imputed to their 
commerce with Britain, it is evident that this trade muft have been of confiderable 
confequence. The exports from Gaul to Britain remain rather obfcure; but the cul - 
ture of the vine and the olive were known to the Greek colonies in the fouth; and 
as woollen clothes, and linen, and various works in iron, fteel, and brafs, were known 
at the great fairs of Lyons, when fixty nations or tribes are faid to have affembled for 
trade j and as Diodorus informs us, that the tin of Britain was carried on horfes 
through Gaul to Marfeilles and Narbonne, it might be that it w r as landed at Vannes, 
and that the exports to Britain were not only maritime, but collected by inland trade 
from all parts of Gaul, including even jet from the bottom of the Pyrenees, of which 
fo many ornaments, and even entire and folid bracelets, are found in the tombs of 
Britifh chieftains and ladies, even in the fartheft north j for the Caledonians, though 
naked and tattooed, muft have been covered with foreign ornaments, as the indigenes 
of America, and exchanged their pearls, a native and defpifed product, for the foreign 
and rare jet, which contrafted more with their white fkins and yellow hair. Combs of 
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ivory, mirrors of polilhed metal, formed the toilette of the Caledonian nymphs who 
bounded over the mountains, or pierced through the forefts, like the Dryades of 
antiquity. 

For any commercial intercourfe between Britain and thofe regions now called the 
Netherlands, and the weltern parts of Germany, there is no evidence till a far later 
period. Even in the time of Caligula, the Germans feem to have known nothing of 
the fea, or of commerce; advantages gradually imparted by the Roman conquefts. 
Even in later'times, the Caledonians derived their few arts from their fouthern neigh¬ 
bours, the German ocean prefenting a formidable barrier, conquerable by fearlefs and 
invading warriors, but not by timid and cautious merchants. 

The difcoveries of the Carthaginians in the north, were fucceeded by thofe of the 
Romans, chiefly conducted by conqueft. But before proceeding to the latter, it may be 
proper briefly to confider the ftate of commerce among fome other nations of anti¬ 
quity. The Greeks of Marfeilles and her colonies maintained an extenfive trade, their 
veffels having vifited the weftern coaft of Africa; and Pytheas, one of their navigators, 
having performed a celebrated voyage towards the northern extremities of Europe. 
But the accounts are imperfect; the Greeks having conceived that incredulity concern¬ 
ing thofe diftant regions, was a mark of judgment and talent. Yet it might, perhaps, 
be found as veracious as that of Hanno along the weftern coaft of Africa j and the 
wonders might eafily have been explained by natural phenomena, rather magnified and 
mifreprefented, than falfified or invented. His Thule, at the diftance of fix days fail 
from Britain, might, perhaps, be Iceland or Scandinavia. 

The commerce of the ancient Perfians was conduced in Phenician fliips, that great 
nation having a religious averfion to the fea. The difcoveries of the Perfians were by 
land; and they carried their arms to the north and eaft, and conquered a portion 
of Hindoftan. India and China, rather the objects of trade than feats of external 
traffick, were themfelves chief points of difcovery by more enterprifing nations. China, 
in faft, remained unknown till the time of Marco Polo, in the thirteenth century, and 
is referved for the account of modem difcoveries. But the precious articles brought 
from Hindoftan, either by fea to Egypt, or by land to Perfia, excited attention and 
curiofity long before the age of Alexander, whofe arms expofed to enlightened 
Greece the real ftate of that prodigious country. The voyage of Nearchus extended 
from the Indus to the Euphrates ; and has recently been illuftrated with care and 
ability. Ptolemy Philadelphus, King of Egypt, having reftored the ancient inter¬ 
courfe, and founded the town of Berenice, on the Red Sea, to facilitate the trade 
with India, the fhores of that extenfive region, with the Ifle of Taprobane or Ceylon, 
and a part beyond the Ganges, as far as Pegu, the Golden Cherfonefe of the ancients, 
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were explored by Egyptian and Roman navigators. Large rivers, by affording en¬ 
trance to veffels, alfo gave fome infight into the interior country, which is confequently 
laid down, with fome refemblance, by Ptolemy the Geographer, in the fecond cen¬ 
tury, and in the maps which accompany his work, faid to have been drawn in the 
fifth by Agathodemon. As to the Peutingerian Tables, which pretend to give itine¬ 
raries of India in a moft diftorted and unintelligible form, it has been fliewn in another 
place, that they are a work of the thirteenth century, copied, without accuracy, from 
fome more ancient drawings. 

Sucli were at length the limits of ancient difcovery in the Eaft, which of courfe ex¬ 
tended much farther by fea than by land; the weftern Alps of Tibet, and the vaft de- 
fert of Gobi, having remained unexplored, and afligned for many ages an impenetrable 
boundary. 

The fame work of Ptolemy, if accurately examined and collated with the colle&ions 
of charts called Abican Pilots, and with other fure guides, will intimate the utmoft extent 
of ancient difcovery in Africa to have been Cape Blanco, and the gulf to the fouth of 
that promontory ; while on the eaft it extended to the Ifland of Pembo. 

Returning to the difcoveries in the weft, Julius Cefar having conquered, as already men¬ 
tioned, the Veneti, who carried on fuch an extenfive trade with Britain, was led to at¬ 
tempt the conqueft of this Ifland. But the difficulties which he encountered, and its 
extent, fuperior to what he had imagined, induced him fpeedily to abandon an enterprife, 
which would have required many campaigns, and would have prevented thofe political 
defigns which required his proximity to Rome. Yet as Gaul was now wholly Roman, 
the Britilh princes in the fouth found it expedient, for the fake of their commerce with 
that country, to court the amity of its viftors by marks of attachment. Auguftus 
and Tiberius wifely reftri&ed the boundaries of an empire, as large as ambition could 
wifli or judgment hope to rule. Caligula, profligate to a degree of infanity, com¬ 
manded a fantaftic expedition to the Batavian ftiores, and returned with {hells, his only 
trophies of the Britifh fea. The fober Britons feem to have been difgufted with the mad- 
nefs of the mafter of the world; and their contempt excited Claudius (the difciple of 
Livy the hiftorian) to the permanent conqueft of the fouth ern half of the country. 

But the ftate of Britain, when it was firft laid open to fcience by the invafion of 
Julius, deferves more efpecial confideration. From Strabo it.would feem that Craflus, 
Lieutenant of Cefar againft the Veneti, vifited the weftern part of Britain, and per¬ 
haps Ireland. Diodorus informs us that commerce had rendered the inhabitants of 
Cornwall Iefs ferocious toftrangers; and from Tacitus we learn, that the ports of Ire¬ 
land were more known and frequented by traders in his time than thofe of Britain; pro¬ 
bably becaufe the fouth of England having been planted with Roman colonies,*many 
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articles formerly imported were manufactured at home ; while the demand was con¬ 
tinued in Ireland, which had no fuch advantage. Nay even a rude coinage was ufed in 
Britain before it was invaded by Cefar, injmitation of that of Gaul, where the Greek 
colonies introduced this commodious art: but it mult have been confined to the Belgte 
who were agricultors; yet this coinage is a Angularity in their then barbarous Hate, 
when their hovels were rudely conftruCted of wood, and no veltige of architec¬ 
ture remains, except thofe monuments idly called Druidical circles; the molt remarkable 
of which is Stonehenge, near the capital of the Belgae, and which feems to have been 
the place of the national affembly, as among the other Gothic nations. It is not a little 
remarkable, that not far from the city of Vannes, at Carnac, there is a grand Belgic 
monument of the fame kind, and worthy of the greateft commercial people among the 
Gauls. It confifts of not lefs than four thoufand Hones, many as high as eighteen or 
twenty feet, difpofed in quinquuncial order, and in eleven rows * In thefe ereftions the 
numbers of men employed mult have Hipplied the defeCt of mechanics, as Cefar men¬ 
tions a trench of great depth and compafs, fo as to inclofe an inimical army, and fimflied 
in a very fliort fpace by numbers and continued labour f. The ufe of levers and mounds 
might have railed thefe large Hones; but the intention of the prodigious colleftion at 
Carnac feems inexplicable. , 

Among fuch rude arts, the management of the tin muH have been chiefly imparted 
by the Phenicians ; but we do not pofitively learn whether it was exported in the ore, or 
in the metal. In the trade of the Egyptians with Hindoflan, it is not improbable that 
the tin of Banca may have been known, and an ifle called Caffitera, from its tin, is 
marked in the ancient maps of the Indian Teas. But the Greeks and Romans drew their 
tin from the Carthaginian commerce with Britain. 

It is a common error among antiquaries and travellers to dwell on a Angularity, rather 
than univerfal practices, which efcape obfervation. Thus the little boats of the Britons, 
covered with leather, have been fuppofed to have formed the foie navy of the future 
nuftrefs of the feas; while in the conflift with the Veneti, already defcribed, the Britifh 
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veffels mull have been nearly equal in fizeand ftrength to thofeof their allies, as boats 
would have been of no avail in fuch an adtion. It is alfo remarkable that, on the coins 
of Claudius, Britannia is reprefented with the prow of a veffel at her feet, implying her 
national fymbol, like the lion of Africa, the crocodile of Egypt, and other adjuncts on 
the Roman coins. 

The complete developement of the Britifh iflands was accomplilhed by the progrefs of 
the Roman armies and fleets in the north, and by the trade of the Britifh and Gallic 
merchants with Ireland, which important illand is delineated by Ptolemy with confider- 
able accuracy. Roman fleets alfo vifited the Baltic, and the ancient maps include the 
fouthern part of Scandinavia, with a fragment of the prefent Ruffian empire in Eu¬ 
rope. Roman colonies were planted in the weftern parts of Germany, and gradual 
minute difcoverieswere added till the fall of the Roman empire in the weft. 

The glory of the Roman name feebly furvived in Conftantinople till the middle of 
the fifteenth century ; and the fituation of that grand city rendered it a chofen feat of 
commerce. But maritime expeditions were little an object with the indolent and fuper- 
ftitious Greeks: and the range of ancient difcovery fliall now be clofed with fome ob- 
fervations on an important object, the various Routes to Hindoftan, a country which 
has always attracted the commerce of the world. 

One of the chief routes was that by Samarcand, and the river Oxus, which ran in 
its vicinity, and by which fmall veffels could pafs into the Cafpian Sea; and, remount¬ 
ing the Volga, diffufe commodities in the north-eaft of Europe. A land carriage of no 
great length might tranfport goods to the Euxine, efpecialiy as the river Cyrus favoured 
the tranfport. Samarcand feeras to have been a conflderable mart even in ancient times, 
the goods being brought from India by caravans of dromedaries or camels of Badtria. But 
the camel feems then little ufed in Hindoftan, being only adapted to fandy regions, and 
the elephant requires too much food to be ufeful on commercial journies. The horfe is a 
native of Afiatic Ruffia; and the fmall horfes of Tibet may have been ufeful in the 
mountainous parts. 

Ammianus Marcellinus * fpeaks confufedly of a route by the country of the Arians; 
but he feems to have proceeded upon a vague report, inconfiftent with geography. He 
alfo indicates another route from the country of the Seres, and palling through that of 
the Sacse, a ferocious people, without towns. The name of /erica is well known to have 
been derived from the Seres, or the people of Little Bucharia, and has been underftood 
to be filk, but was probably cotton, efpecialiy .as Marco Polo mentions a fine gloffy cot¬ 
ton as a fpecial and abundant product of Little Bucharia. When an ancient poet

fpeaks of the fleeces of the Seres growing upon trees, he undoubtedly means cotton. 
The tranfparent dreffes of the Roman ladies, mentioned by other poets, were probably 
fine nnifiin or gauze. In the time of Juftinian, however, lilk was well known, and 
filk-worms brought from the Eaft. 

Having mentioned the Seres, who formed one boundary of ancient difcovery, it may 
not be unneceffary to add that the Sinse, who form another extreme people, have been 
recently demonftrated by Goffellin to have inhabited the weftern part of Siam, their 
capital having been Tanaferim. Dr. Robertfon has obferved, from the Ayeen Akbery, 
that Cheen was the ancient name given by the Hindoos to Pegu, whence, perhaps, the 
Roman Situs. Cofmas alfo informs us that Taprobane, or Ceylon, was nearly at an 
equal diftance between thePerfians and the Sinae, which is juft with regard to Siam, but 
by no means with regard to the neareft port of the Chinefe fhore, removed to double 
the diftance, efpecially in the coafting voyages of antiquity. 

The route of Cabul was convenient, becaufe a neighbouring river fell into the Indus, 
near the mouth of which was a great mart of Hindoo trade. 

But the chief route feems to have been that of Candahar, by which the Indian pro- 
dufts paffed into Perfia. This mart alfo attracted merchants from Europe, as well as 
different parts of Perfia and the Eaft. Even in modern times of the Perfian monarchy, 
the caravans of Ifpahan and Agra met at Candahar with thofe from the coafts of the 
Cafpian. 

In proceeding to the difcoveries of the middle and modern ages, there are two objects 
which ought to be impreffed upon the reader, becaufe they have hitherto efcaped the 
notice which their importance required. The firft of thefe is the duration of the empire 
of Conftantinople; and the other the foundation and progrefs of the Hanfeatic League. 

The fituation of Conftantinople may be faid to command the trade of the ancient 
world, and the attention paid to commerce may be perceived from the code of Juftinian ; 
and though the Saracens in the fonth, and the Turks in the eaft, greatly reft rifted the 
bounds of the empire, yet the Jew Benjamin, who flourifhed towards the end of the 
twelfth century, compares Conftantinople with Bagdad, for the confluence of merchants 
from Europe and Afia, while thofe of Egypt brought the produfts of Hindoftan. For a 
long period the only gold coins known in Europe were called befants, from Byzantium or 
Conftantinople, whence they paffed into the weftern currency, in the purchafe of mercan¬ 
tile commodities. Many of the arts alfo flouriflied in this capital, when they were extinft 
in mo ft parts of Europe. If a Calif of Spain wilhed to build a fplendid mofque, he ap¬ 
plied to the Grecian Emperor, who fent architefts, and even columns of marble. Sculp¬ 
ture declined, becaufe the Greeks did not allow of images; but painting ftill delineated 
favourite faints, ftill more perpetuated by Mofaic. Even painting in oil, idly fuppofed a 
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modern invention, was familiar to the Byzantine Greeks \ nor was it unknown to the 
Romans, as appears from the doors and windows of Herculaneum *. The art of engrav¬ 
ing on ftones and metals was alfo retained ; and fome beautiful feals feem the work of 
Byzantine artifts* Our architecture was improved, or diverfified, from the fame fource j 
and the church and palace of St, Mark at Venice are fpecimens of the Grecian art in 
the middle ages, Mr, Gibbon's work may' be coniulted for the flate of the commerce 5 
but as no difcovery of importance was achieved, it is unneceflary here to enter into a 
detail. 

The Hanfeatic League, one of the mofl remarkable phenomena in the hiftory of Eu¬ 
rope, was the firfb maritime power for three centuries, ruling paramount in the Baltic 
and German Teas, driving the kings of Denmark and Sweden from their thrones, and 
reducing Norway to complete fubje£Hon, This perpetual alliance, to defend the freedom 
of trade againft the tyranny and extortion of rude princes and potentates, was founded 
in 1241 ; and not lefs than fixty towns on the Rhine, with Bremen, Lubec, Hamburg, 
were foon united on this formidable alliance. The eaftern commodities were chiefly 
brought from Venice, by an inland route to the Rhine* But even at a prior period the 
fouthern flioresof the Baltic began to be enlightened with commercial intercourfe; and 
Julin, a city of great extent and commerce, on the right bank of the Oder in Pome¬ 
rania, was deflroyed by Waldomar L King of Denmark* 

The difcoveries of Marco Polo, in the thirteenth century, were far more important 
than thofe of Colon, or Columbus ; yet had not that ftriking novelty which ‘ arofe from 
the boldnefs of the enterprife. But before proceeding to this prodigious acceflion to 
geography, it is proper to flate the intermediate progrefs of difcovery, 

fn the ninth century two Arabian travellers explored the countries as far as China; 
and their work, publiflied by Renaudot, is not a little curious* The Arabian geogra¬ 
phers began gradually to acquire more knowledge concerning Afia and Africa \ but their - 
works remained unknown to Europeans, obliged to be fatisfied with the information ob¬ 
tained from Ptolemy. 

In the fame century, Alfred, King of England, not only preferved the voyage of 
Ohter, but feat Suithelm, Bifhop of Shireburn, with a prefent to the Ihrine of St. 
Thomas in India, near Madras, on the coafl: of Coromandel, That great monarch 
feems rather to have been impreffed by political than fuperftitious views \ for, as it was 
neceflary for his meffenger to pafsby Ceylon, then a great mart of eaftern trade, it is 
natural to conceive, that information on this fubje£t was expefted and required* 

The Crufadcs, which began in the eleventh century, and the eftablifhment of the 
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kingdom of Jerufalem, contributed not a little to diffufe a new light over the page of 
European knowledge. The centers of .trade, with Conftantinople and Alexandria, 
were Venice, Pifa, and Genoa; but thefe cities, only intent on commercial fpeculation, 
were ftrangers to the paths of fcience and difcovery. The importation of the compafs 
during the crufades of the twelfth century, fcarcely prevented the timidity of coafting 
voyages, except in the Mediterranean, as in the paflage from Genoa to Alexandria, till 
Colon fet the example of daring the open ocean. Unexpectedly, therefore, the new 
difcoveries were by land. The prodigious conquefts of Zingis, Emperor of the Mongols, 
had fliaken the whole continent of Afia, and vibrated even to Europe. His powerful 
fucceflbrs might either crufli the feeble kingdonrof Jerufalem; or might, by a powerful 
diverfion, deliver it from the Saracens. A convocation was held at Lyons, in 1245, by 
Pope Innocent IV., and two humble friars were difpatched to the conquerors of the Eaft, 
whofe power now infured a paffage through barbarous countries: and the meflengers, 
travelling by the north of the Cafpian, arrived, after a laborious journey, at 
Karakum, the feat of the Mongol Emperors, in the centre of Eaftern Afia, probably 
fituated on the river Orchon, which flows into the Selinga. Thefe humble friars 
firft reported the exiftence of the prodigious empire of Cathay or China, embracing 
a third part of the human race. 

Within a few years St, Louis, the pious King of France, fent a meflenger, called 
William of Ruyfbroek, to Karakum, probably with an intention to excite the Mongols 
to aflilt the Chriftians again!! the Saracens. The accounts of thefe three meflengers are 
preferved; but are brief, feeble, and obfcure, when compared with the travels of 
Marco Polo j and they are confined to a fmall portion of his difcoveries. 

It is to Marco Polo that we are indebted for the difcovery of one-half of Afia. 
This noble Venetian feems to have been born in 1251, when his lather and uncle were 
abfent in the Eafl. They returned in 1269, having met with fuch fuccefs, that they 
were not only induced to repeat their journey, but to aflume the young Marco as a 
companion. They fet out on this memorable journey in 1271 or 1272; and returned 
in 1297, after an abfence of twenty-fix years, during feventeen of which Marco had been 
in the fervice of the Mongol Emperor. The travels of Marco Polo appear to have been 
dittated by him to one Ruftigielo of Pifa, in the year 1299, in the prifon of Genoa; 
where that great traveller was then confined, probably in confequence of the terrible 
defeat of the Venetian fleet, on the 8 th of September 1298, in which the Genoefe 
took eighty-five Slips, and 7400 prifoners, among whom were the Admiral and many 
perfons of diftinflion. Peace was re-eftabliSied, and the prifoners reftored, towards the 
end of the year 1299. 

It was natural to fuppofe that Marco Polo Ihould dictate his travels in his native 
tongue, the Venetian dialefl of the Italian. There was, accordingly, not only a 
manufcript in that dialed! preferved in the family of Soranzo, but an edition at Venice 
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1496, and another at Trevigi 1590, in the poffeffion of the author of this Introduction. 
Meanwhile thefe important travels have only been known even to the learned by a moft 
inaccurate and mutilated tranflation into Latin, by one Pepuri, an ignorant Dominican 
friar, towards the end of the fifteenth century ; and which even Rartiufio has been 
contented with tranflating into Italian, in his celebrated collection of voyages and travels. 
That this compiler, living in Venice, fliould have been a ftranger to the original work, 
and fo negligent of the fame of his country and countrymen, is fufficient of itfelf to 
injure the credit of his collection, which rauft ever be confidered, in this and many 
other inftances, as more remarkable for elegance than fidelity. It is to be regretted 
that the Venetians, remarkable at all times for commerce and intrigue, have never 
produced one poet, and fcarcely an author of any name, except Polo: and it is to be 
hoped that, if genuine learning were to dawn among them, their firft care would be to 
publilh a fplendtd edition, compared with all the manufcripts of the original work of 
this great traveller. 

Thefe particulars being premifed, as effential to the due confideration of the fubjeCt, 
a general view Ihall now be given of the difcoveries of Polo. 

The firft eight chapters of the original work are not ill employed by Polo, in 
authenticating the fources and credit due to fuch new and various information as he had 
to communicate; and which, if abruptly entered upon, might have induced the reader 
to reject the whole as a romance. Hie flates, therefore, that his lather and uncle, 
Nicolas and Matthew, having long refided at the Mongol court, were defired by the 
Emperor to conduCt an envoy whom he fent to the Chriftian Pontiff. But this envoy 
having died on the route, his father and uncle continued their journey to Italy; whence 
they determined to return with their kinfman Marco, but were three years and a half 
on their journey, on account of the wide rivers, mountains, and ftormy climates. The 
young Marco foon'learned the four chief languages fpoken in the Mongol dominions; 
and by this proficiency, and other afliduities, became fo highly favoured, that he was fent 
upon an embaffy which laffed fourteen months. This embaffy, and other employments 
in the fervice of the Chan, during feventeen years, enabled him to collect accounts 
concerning many Eaftern countries, efpecially as the monarch was himfelf very inquifitive 
on thefe fubjeCts; and Marco thought it his duty to take notes of every thing curious, 
to pleafe his royal mafter. At length the travellers are permitted to pafs from China to 
India by fea, as fervants of the Chan, obtaining an efcort by land from Hindoftan to 
Trebezond; whence they pafs, by Conftantinople and Negropont, to Venice, arriving 
in 1297* Polo then adds, that this introduction is premifed, in order to certify the 
reader of the authenticity of thefe travels. 

He then begins his interefting defcription - with fome account of Little Armenia, 
and of Trebezond, near which he faw flocks of partridges tamed like poultry. 
Turcomania and the Greater Armenia follow, and the neighbouring province of 
01 Georgia, 
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Georgia, called Gruzia by the Orientals, is alfo defcribed. But now proceeding to 
the South, he mentions Moful, a noted mart in his time for the fine Indian cottons, 
thence called muflins, and fpices, probably brought by fea through the gulf of Ormuz, 
or by land through Candahar. There are curious details, omitted by the ignorant 
friar, concerning the manufactures and commerce of Bagdad, efpecially that with India 
by Baffora. 

Next follows an account of Tauris or Tebriz, and of Perfia. His town of Carmos, 
with a port rich in Indian traffic, is probably Ormuz. But, thus arrived in the fouth of 
Perfia, he defers a defcription of India till another part of his work; and returns to 
the north-eaft of Perfia, deferibing Badacfhan and the precious Balay rubies. Thence 
palling the mountains of Belur, he arrives at Calhgar, or the country of Cotin, which 
abounding in fine cotton, probably gave name to the article. 

Polo now unknowingly enters upon ground totally loft to the ancients, by an ac¬ 
count of the great defart of Gobi. The province of Tangut is followed by the city 
Etzina, at the beginning of a fandy defart, fpreading towards the north, and requiring 
provilion for forty days. This is fucceeded by the town of Karakum, and an interefting 
account of the manners of the Mongols. 

After inferring feme mifcellaneous information concerning the towns and diftriCts of 
Tangut, a ftriking defcription is given of the magnificent Pekin, called by the Mongols 
Carnbalu or the city of the Chan. This defcription furpaffed the belief of the Europeans 
of his time, but is now found to have been veracious. While his obfervations are even 
directed to the coal ufed in the north of China, it has been accounted furprifing that 
he makes no mention of the great wall. The romantic and inaccurate Prevoft, partly 
tranflator from the Englilh, and partly author of the Hi/ioire Generate des Voyages , hence 
argues, that Marco Polo never was in China; while we know, from his own accounts, 
that he was governor of a city there for three years. It would feem that that enormous 
monument, the freihnefs of which is remarked by travellers, was of comparatively 
modern erection. It is unknown to any Arabian geographer of a remoter date than 
four centuries j and Mr. Bell, in his judicious travels, fays, that the wall was built 
about 600 years before his time, to defend the country againft the incurfions of the 
Mongols. It is therefore very probable, that it was built after the Mongol power be¬ 
gan to decline; and of courfe after the departure of Polo. 

Having proceeded upon an embaffy of fourteen months, as before-mentioned, he 
deferi bes feveral provinces of China, to the fouth and weft, probably as far as the pre- 
fent Birman empire. The city of Nangui having been taken by the induftry of the 
three Venetian travellers, who conftrufted machines for throwing ftones, the Chan 
affigned the government over to Marco Polo, who retained it for three years. The 
remainder of his defcription of China difplays that progrefs of civilization, and that po¬ 
pulation, which has always furpaffed the belief of Europeans. The account of Japan fo 
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much excited the attention of Colon, that it was one motive of his expedition; efpe- 
efially the great number of iflands in the Pacific and Indian oceans, as he imagined that 
fome of t,hefe iflands muft approach to the weftern coaft of Europe, the erroneous 
longitudes of Ptolemy having extended his Afia one-third more to the eaft than modern 
obfervation has afeertained. It includes alfo the extreme boundary of our great tra¬ 
veller’s difeoveries; and for thefe reafons /hall be here extracted entire from the origi¬ 
nal Venetian copy. 

« But I will now be filent concerning thefe countries, and proceed to fpeak of 
India, in which I, Marco, remained for a long time j adding at the fame time the 
wonderful things of this globe. I will fir ft begin with the ifland of Cimpagu (Japan), 
which is in the ocean towards the eaft, diftant about fifteen hundred miles from the 
continent; being a large land, inhabited by well-made and haudfome people, who 
adore idols. They have a king, who pays tribute to no other ; and fpeak a peculiar 
language. Here is found abundance of gold, but it is not permitted to be carried out 
of the ifland, whence few fhips and little merchandife arrive there. The fovereign of 
the country has a palace of wonderful magnificence, being all covered with thick plates 
of fine gold, and the frames of the windows are of the fame metal. This ifland alfo 
abounds with precious ftones, and vaft riches. The great Chan, learning the opulence 
of this ifland, fent two of his barons to conquer it, with a prodigious number of fhips 
laden with cavalry and infantry, and an abundant fupply of provifions. One of thefe 
generals was called Abatan, and the other Vonfaincini, They left the port of Caicon 
and Gunfai, and proceeded to Cimpagu, where they landed and ravaged the plains: 
but envy and jealoufy arifmg between the two leaders, Jo that what the one wifhed, the 
other oppofed, they took no city, and only one caftle, of which the garrifon, which 
would not yield, was cut to pieces, except eight men, who could not be hurt with 
Reel, becaufe each had a precious ftone of enchantment fixed in his arm, between the 
fkin and the flefh. This being reported to the generals, they were killed with clubs of 
wood ; and the precious ftones brought to thefe officers. One day it happened that a 
violent northerly wind arofe, fo that from fear that the fleet fhould be wrecked, all re¬ 
turned to the fhips, and failed to an ifland at the diftance of about ten miles ; but the 
wind became fo tempeftuous that many of the fhips were wrecked, and the menefcaped 
to landwhile the other fhips returned home. Thofe who had 'efcaped to the land 
were about thirty thoufand, who were all fuppofed to be loft. When the, fea had 
become calm, the king of the ifland went with many fhips to feize thefe invaders; but 
having landed with all his people, the Tatars made an unexpected turn, and feized the 
fhips of the king, who was left in the ifland with his people. Proceeding to Cimpagu, 
the Tatars landed, difplaying the royal banners they had found in the fhips, and ap¬ 
proaching a city, the gates were immediately opened. The Tatars entering, facked 
the whole, and even the women were ferved as at Verona. Immediately the king 
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armed {hips, and raifed a new army to befiege the city. The Tatars receiving no fuc~ 
tour, after a defence of feven months yielded on terms. This happened in the 
year 1269. 

“ In this ifland are idols, feme with the head of a wolf, others of a hog, a ram, or 
a dog. Some have one head with four faces ; others three heads on one neck ; others 
the head Cinder the fhoulders; or one upon another; fome having four arms and 
others ten. That idol is reputed the handforneft which has the mo ft arms: and if a iked 
why they make thefe idols in fuch diftorted and different forms, their anfwer is, the 
cuftom was handed down by their anceftors. When thefe iflanders capture any man or 
woman who is not of their nation, if they have not money to ranfom themfelves, they 
are flain, their blood is drank, and the body afterwards eaten. This ifland, as already 
mentioned, is in the great ocean. And according to the report of fkilful pilots and ma¬ 
riners who frequent thefe feas, there are feven thoufand four hundred and forty-feven 
ifles, of which the greater number is inhabited. And on all thefe iflands there is no 
tree which is not odoriferous, does not bear fruit, or is not ufefulin other refpefts. There 
is alfo produced abundance of white pepper : and a year is required to fail from the 
province of Mangi, the reafon being that there reign two continual winds, the ©ne 
during the winter, the other during the fummer.” 

The remaining deferipfions refer, fo far as can be conjectured, to regions on the 
fouth-weft of China, as Siampa, and the large ifland of Borneo, and fcveral other iflands 
in that direflion, fuch as Java and Sumatra. Ceylon is afterwards mentioned ; and 
he fooo proceeds to deferibe the vaft country of Hindoftan. 

Not contented with thefe important difeoveries in Afia, he draws the veil from a por¬ 
tion of Africa; and Madagafcar rifes to view for the firfl time, with a fmall portion of 
the neighbouring continent. But he foon returns to the information he had received 
concerning the north of Afia; and mentions the new kingdom eftabliflied by the Mon¬ 
gols in Siberia. The ermines, and other products of the remote north, and even the 
fledges drawn by dogs, do not efcape his notice; and beyond, he juftly fays, that all 
is ice in the winter, and all is mud in the fummer. 

Such were the furprifing difeoveries of Marco Polo, adding about one-half to the then 
known world! Amid feenes of fuch novelty, amid fuch treafures of nature and art, and 
amid the ignorance and barbarity of Europe, it is no wonder that our traveller, efpecially 
in the fervour of youth, was dazzled with fuch a prodigality of fplendour, and has mag¬ 
nified fome objects,beyond their real number, value, or magnificence, Philofophical tra¬ 
vellers did not appear till a recent period; but oven thefe have been amazed with the 
civilization and population of China ; and the European reader believes, but is not con¬ 
vinced. The candid will therefore make allowances for fome calculations, not reconcile- 
able with the ftriftnefs of modern arithmetic ; and for the amplification of fome objects, 
particularly thofe of which the author could only hear by report, the hyperboles of the 
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oriental ftile having impofed even on moft enlightened travellers at the mod enlightened 
periods* Thus Sir George Staunton has, from the Chinefe documents, eftimated the popu¬ 
lation of China at three hundred and thirty-three millions; forgetting the attachment of the 
Chinefe to the number three: and from the beft authorities, carefully compared with each 
other, it may be reduced to two hundred and thirty millions; ftill more than a third part of 
the human race. Some exaggerations, therefore, will never injure the honeft fame of Polo, 
nor detract from the merit of the general mafs of information, which, though unhap¬ 
pily reftrifted to lefs than a hundred fmall pages, is prodigious and wonderful, 

The accounts of Polo excited the curiolity, or the zeal, of a Francifcan friar called 
Odorieo. Embarking in a Venetian veffel, he arrived at Trebezond in 1317, and 
fpent thirteen years in diftant eaftern countries; but his accounts are chieily copied or 
diftorted from thofe of Polo, This charge ftill more ftrongly affefts the noted Englifh 
traveller, Sir John Mandeville, who feems never to have proceeded beyond the Holy 
Land, where he gathered fome very ridiculous tales; and upon his return in 1355, 
fupplied his own deficiency of adventure and information from the rich pages of Polo, 
being as bold a plagiarift, as he was a timid traveller. He has even ftolen from Pliny 
the names and fables of ancient geography. His fi£tions are not mere exaggerations of 
realities, but inventions of an imprudent and erring imagination, fuch as giants of fifty 
feet in height, and a thoufand other tales furpaffing even childjfh credulity. It is no 
wonder, therefore, that his work has met with uoiverfal and deferved contempt; but 
might be laughable if printed in its due place, — among the imaginary voyages and 
travels. 

About the year .1335, Pegoletti, an Italian, compofed a fyftem of commercial geo¬ 
graphy of confiderable curiofity and importance. The title is, ct Of the Divifion of 
Countries, and of Meafures, and Merchandifes, and other Things neceffary for Merchants 
to know in the different Parts of the World/ 1 He prefents the route to Cathay or China 
by Azof, Aftracan, Urgentz, Otrar, &c. partly performed by camels, partly with afles, 
and afterwards with horfes. He confirms the curious difcovery of the paper-money ufed 
in China, as mentioned by Polo. The work of Pegoletti Is only to be found in a rare 
publication, intituled, Della Decima e delle Altre Gravezze, which bears to have been 
printed at Lifbon and Lucca, 4*0. in 1776, and the following years ; but feems to have 
been really printed at Florence, the documents concerning the Florentine trade being of 
fuch fingular curiofity and importance, that without the perufal of this work, no juft ideas 
can be formed concerning the hiftory of commerce in the middle ages. The production 
extends to three volumes ; but the third, which contains the work of Pegoletti, is often 
wanting. 

The great Portuguefe difeoveries by fea being about to open upon us, in the fifteenth 
century, his uimeceffary to dwell on minute travels. The great empire of Ruftia mutt 
be added to the other important difeoveries of Polo, but a fuller account was given by 
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Barbara in 1436. This great country feems to have been referved for the commercial 
advantages imparted by the Englilh, who had failed in any former little attempt at dif- 
covery. Chancelor, who went with Sir Hugh Willoughby in the following century, on 
the imaginary north-eaft paffage to the opulent regions of Eaftern Alia, unknowingly 
difcovered an ob]e£t of equal confequence. For, entering the White Sea, he found 
himfelf in the empire of Ruffia ; and travelling to the court at Mofcow, he opened a 
trade which has continued of radical importance to both countries. 

But to refume the chronological progrefs, by the difcoveries of the Portuguefe in _ 
Africa. It has already been feen, that the knowledge of the ancients did not extend 
beyond Gape Blanco; the chariot of the gods feeming to be the Mmtagne Ronde , in 
the map of La Crenne’s voyage, 1775. The Arabs had made confiderable difcoveries 
in Africa \ but, from ignorance of their language, they were loft to Europeans. In the 
beginning of the fifteenth century the Fortunate Ifies, or Canaries, were refound, and 
fettled by a French adventurer. Madeira was difcovered in 1418 ; but was probably 
that beautiful ifland in the Weft to which a Phenician fhip was driven by a gale, and 
reported to be of fuch exquifite climate and fertility, that the Carthaginians, jealous of 
their fcanty population, promulgated a law againft emigrations: yet the tradition feems 
to have paffed on for many centuries, for we find fome of the old Irifli faints feek- 
ing after a beautiful ifland in the Weft, which they underftood to be fo fituated with 
regard to their own country. 

The dangerous currents on the African Ihore, which induce modern navigators 
to feek the open ocean, oppofed a formidable barrier to the fir ft difcoverers, who retained 
the ancient plan of failing along the coafts. At length, in 1433, Cape Bojador was fur- 
mounted j and the impulfe was fuch, that other difcoveries followed in fuccellion. The ifles 
of CapeVerd were difcovered in 1446; and, in 1449, the Azores, which, from the rela¬ 
tive pofidon, properly belong to Europe, The equator was paffed in 1471 ; and in 
i486 the Cape of Good Hope was firft feen by Diaz ; but that great navigator, encoun¬ 
tering a tempeft, returned without attempting to double that famous promontory; an 
enterprife which was referved for Vafco de Gama, who, in the end of the year 1497 and 
beginning of 1498, not only paffed the Cape of Good Hope, but explored a part 
of the eaftern coafts of Africa, whence he paffed to India, and arrived at Calicut, 
on the weftem or Malabar coaft; a voyage defervedly celebrated as of great boldnefs 
and extent. 

But, fix years before, the iflands of America had been difclofed by the celebrated 
voyage of Colon, or Columbus; and we muft return to view the progrefs of difcovery 
in that great continent. Some northern extremities had been explored, at an early 
period, by the bold navigators of Scandinavia. Greenland, now univerfally allowed to 
form a part of that continent, was difclofed in the year 98a 1 and Vinland in 1003 ; a 
country fo called from its wild grape or currant, and which feems to have been a part of 
Newfoundland. The colony planted in Vinland by that hardy people was foon de- 
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ftroyed by inteftine divifions; but that in Greenland continued till navigation was Im¬ 
peded by the encroachment of the Ar&ic ice. That it was on theeaftern coaft, is evinced 
from the ancient accounts publilhed by Torfseus, particularly as we are told, that in the 
middle of the paffage two mountains were difcernible, the one in Iceland, and the other 
in Greenland. Torfeus has even given a map of the fettlement; and the Dariilh mo- 
narchs repeatedly fent veffels to penetrate, if poffible, to this unhappy colony, left to 
perifh between mountains of ice on the one hand, and feas of ice on the other. A Ger¬ 
man writer has thought proper to argue, in oppolirion to all the ancient facts and 
authorities, that it was on the weftern ftiore, a part ftili open and well known \ as an¬ 
other German author has argued, that the pyramids are merely folid rocks reduced to 
form : but a general reader will eafily difcern a peculiar caff of mind in many writers of 
that country, which leads them to ft range paradoxes and a kind of fanatical enthufiafm, 
in treating even of fubjefls where cold truth alone is valuable \ and which they idly 
fuppofe to be proofs of talent and phiiofophy, while they only evince imbecility and 
want of fcience. 

The Spanifh fable concerning thofe who fled from the conqueft of the Moors, A. D. 7 1 4 * 
terns to have arifen from a faint tradition of the Carthaginian difcovery of Madeira 
stbove-nientioneil. The ftili more ridiculous WeHh tale of Madoc probably arofe from 
the fame caufe, modified by the fabulous voyage of St. Brandan, an Irilh devotee, whofe 
imaginary voyage to a beautiful ifland in the Weft is not uncommon among the nianu- 
fcripts of the middle ages. 

Thefe difcoveries of the Norwegians were probably unknown to Colon, but he may 
have feen the voyage of the Venetian brothers Zeni, in the fourteenth century, which, 
though full of fabulous circumflances, indicates the exiftence of iflands far to the north- 
weft. However this be, the difcovery of the Azores, in 1469, was an intermediate ftep 
to farther enterprifes in that direction j and confpired, with other motives, to conduft 
Colon to a path of the greateft glory*. 

It is uiuieceffary to detail thefe celebrated voyages, the fir ft of which was in 1492, and 
the fourth and laft in 1502, four years before his death. His difcoveries were chiefly 
reftri£ted to the iflands mod improperly called the Weft Indies; and he vifited but few 
parts of the continent, the coaft now called Paria, and the land about Porto Bello. In 
1513, Balboa defcried from the mountains the great ocean, idly and falfely called the 
Pacific; and it was now ascertained, that America did not form a part of India. Mexico 
was conquered in 1521, and Peru in 1540. The extent of South America was now 
generally known ; but many difcoveries remain to be made \ and even the prodigious 
courfe of the river Maranon, or of Amazons, was not difclofed till the year 1800. But the 
more recent difcoveries in this and the other regions, are referved for the clofe of 
this enquiry. 

* Colon was of Ferrara, as appears from a document produced in a procefs concerning bis dukedom of 
Vmgua. See tbe VlagttQ UnmrfaL 
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In North America the difcoveries were more flow, if we except New Spain or Mexico, 
which belongs to that portion of the world. But in 1497, Cabot, equipped by the 
Englifh monarch, Henry VII., difcovered Newfoundland, and a part of the American 
coaft. As, however, the intention of his expedition was to difcover a nearer paffage to 
India, his difcoveries were negleded. The gold, diamonds, and fpices of the Eaft were, 
at that rime, the foie objefts ; and the very idea of colonies had not yet prefented itfelf. 
The fir ft colonies in the northern parts were attempted by the French; but Canada was 
not a firm and lafting fettlement rill about 1620. 

In i576Frobilher, attempting a north-weft paffage, difcovered the ftreights which ob¬ 
tained his name. But, if we except the voyage of Chancelor to Ruffia, abovementioned, 
little was done by the Englifh till 1607, when the great bay of Chefapeakwas difcovered, 
and the firft lafting fettlement was formed at Jameftown in modern Virginia: for this 
name had before been given to little fettlements foon abandoned; and which had been 
molt unwifely fele&ed on the fide of the great marfli called the Difmal Swamp, in 
North Carolina. The hiftory of our American colonies is well known to every reader, 
and we fhall return to objefts more immediately conne&ed with the prefent defign. In 
1585 Davis vifited the weftem coaft of Greenland, and explored the narrow fea abfurdlv 
called Davis’s Streight.. He feems to have proceeded as far as Sanderfon’s Hope, lat. 72°, 
when he was impeded by the ice, as the celebrated Cook was, at the fame latitude, in the 
paflage between Afia and America. 

In 1610 Hudfon difcovered the ftreights which bear his name, and the inland fea 
abfurdly called Hudfon’s Bay. In general, the appellations given by the ignorant Englifh 
feamen to their difcoveries have been the moft abfurd that could be conceived; while the 
Spaniards, with their Saints, did not at leaft give inaccurate or erroneous impreffions. 

The objeftions ftarted by the author to the exiftence of Baffin’s Bay, have been 
ftated in a former work, but may here be repeated. 

“In 1616, fome public fpirited gentlemen fent Captain Bilot to attempt a north-weft 
paffage. William Baffin failed with him as pilot: and this voyage is one of the moft 
Angular in the whole circle of geography. Far exceeding the utmoft ftretch of Da¬ 
vis, they difcovered Horn Sound, Cape Dudley Diggs, Hakluyt Ifland, Sir Thomas 
Smith s Sound, Cary’s I Hands, Alderman Jones’s Sound, and Sir James Lancafter’s 
Sound: all of them totally unknown to any preceding or fucceeding navigator. Baffin 
thus pretended that he had, in an inland and narrow fea, (which, to encreafe the ab- 
furdity, is laid down in our maps with all its {hores, a matter never before attempted 
from a firft and imperfect vifit) proceeded to the latitude of more than 78”, while Cap¬ 
tain Cook, the moft fkilful of modern navigators, could not exceed 72 0 in the open 
arctic ocean, and Davis himfelf was flopped at 72° in this very fea, fuppofed to be in¬ 
land, while it is probably only part of that ocean. It is further remarkable, that this 
voyage is very imperfectly known from Baffin’s relation, publtfhed by Purchas; and 
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all the charts and maps of this pretended bay, have been merely laid down from the 
obfervations contained in his journal; for if Baffin made any chart, it was not publifhed 
by Purchas* It is, perhaps, equally remarkable, that no doubt feems yet to have been 
entertained concerning the exigence of Baffin's Bay ; while it is not improbable that he 
is merely a bold impoftor who wiflied to recommend hlmfelf to his employers, by the 
pretence of having impofed their names on grand and important features of nature; and 
by his numerous Sounds to have laid a fcheme for drawing more money from his pro- 
teftors, for the inveftigation of a north-weft paffage, Yet it would feem that flrong 
doubts prevailed even at the time; for thefe fuppofed difeoveries were entirely neg¬ 
lected* 

C5 Suppofing that Baffin's Bay were difmiffed from our maps, it is probable that Green¬ 
land is a continuation of the continent, and fpreads to the weft about lat* 75°; or it * 
may be detached land, (like New Holland,) extending towards the pole* The general 
line of the arflic fea in this quarter, as feen by Mr. Hearne, 1 772, and Mr* McKenzie, 
1789, is about lat* 70"; and it is not improbable that, at a little higher latitude, it co- 
alefces with what is called Baffin's Bay ; in which cafe Greenland is a detached land, 
and the country on the north of Hudfon's Bay confifls of feveral large iflands in the 
arctic ocean- 3 ' 

The weftern coafts of North America were faintly explored by Sir Francis Drake, 
who bequeathed his name to a haven, a confiderable way to the north of California, 
The Spanifh policy watched with anxious care over the fltores of New Spain; and a 
minute detail of their difeoveries, either here, or on the weftern coafts of South America, 
would be attended with no final] difficulty and difeuffion, and after all prove little in- 
terefting at the prefent time* The recent difeoveries in this direction are referved for a 
fubfequent part of this refearch. 

The more extenfive difeoveries of the Portuguefe in Africa, and of the Spaniards 
and other nations in America, having been thus unfolded; it remains to return to the 
progrefs of difeovery in Afia, after the Portuguefe had patted to HIndoftan, by the 
Cape of Good Hope, It has already been feen, that very few regions of that vaft 
continent had efcaped the furprifmg refearches of Marco Polo ; but his work is fo fuccinft 
that he left much to be wiflied. 

The Portuguefe difeoveries had not been negle&ed ; and in 1540 they had reached 
Japan* lhe Moluccas or Spice Iflands had been difeovered in 1511, and poffeffed in 
1512. Thefe iflands were fo important, and had been fo much celebrated in all ages, 
that this poffeffion was warmly contefted by the Spaniards* The famous line of demur - 
cation^ eftablifhed by a papal bull, was one hundred leagues to the Weft of the Azores, 
all the countries to the Eaft of this line being attigned to the Portuguefe ; on the Weft to 
Spain: but the queftion was, where the limits were to meet on the other half of the 
globe, which, ought to have been at 145 0 Eaft longitude. The Spice Iflands are about 
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ia8 Q E. L* from Greenwich, and Ferro being ij* 45' W. L* there will be about 145 0 
for the longitude of the Spice Iflands, to which inuft be added the extent of 100 leagues 
to the Weft of the Azores, equal to 5 0 , leaving 16° to be added; fo that the whole 
being 17i°, the Spice Iflands certainly belonged to the Portuguefe* This conteft be¬ 
tween the two countries for iflands on the oppofite halF of the globe, at the di(lance of 
about 11,000 miles, fcarcely interefts us fo much, amidft the vaft progrefs of naviga¬ 
tion, as the Greek conflicts for little illes in the Egean Sea* In 1529, the difpute was 
amicably terminated, a large fum of money having been paid by the Portuguefe mo¬ 
narch, upon condition that the Spanifh trade with the Moluccas fliould be difcontinned* 
The Portuguefe were to be confidered as the lords of Alia, or the Eaftern hemifphere; 
while the Spaniards held the Weft* Yet the Portuguefe fettiement in Brafil was con¬ 
nived at, or palled in filence, (the Spanifii conquefls in Mexico and Peru having fuffici- 
ently occupied their attention,) and being indeed at that time of very little confequence* 
The' Spanifh defign upon the Spice Iflands had, however, led to the famous voyage of 
Magalhaens, or Magellan, who palled to the grand ocean by the fouthern extremity of 
America, 

About the time that Japan was explored by European (hips in 1540, the Portuguefe 
and Spanifh difcoveries, feem not only to have pervaded moll of the fouthern ftiores of 
Afia, and the /ifiatic Iflands, but to have extended to Auftralafia. The eaftern coalls 
of the vaft ifland, abfurdly called New Holland, are delineated on a large chart on 
vellum, drawn in 1542, and in three French Atlafes, the mod modern 1555 ; that of 
1547 having even part of the weftern (here. M* Barbie du Socage, an ingenious 
French geographer, argues that this region was difeovered by a Portuguefe veflel which 
failed from Ternat to obtain gold at Celebez, and being driven to the South by a tem¬ 
ped, reached an ifland 30 leagues in circumference, where the people were of a 
copper colour* But the inhabitants of Auftralafia, and the adjacent ifles, are of a black 
complexion. The fa cl is, that the Portuguefe difcoveries around the precious Spice 
Iflands were guarded with the ftricleft fecrecy, as much as the Spanifii territories in New 
Spain, the fpicesand cochineal being fpecial objefts of commercial avarice and fpecula- 
tion : but it is moll probable, that the Portuguefe, in their extenfive traffic with the Aft- 
atic Iflands had, either by voluntary exertion, or conftrained by tempefts, explored a 
confiderable portion of Auftralafia, about the year 1530* 

Their trade with China had of courfe preceded that with Japan \ and drat prodigious 
empire was now vifited on the fouth* The other Portuguefe difcoveries in fouthern Afia 
being trivially known, it is unneceflary to enter into iminterelling details* But the 
northern parts of that vaft continent afford another important topic of invefligation. 

The northern parts of Europe had been laid open in a great degree by the voyage of 
Ohter in the 9th century, preferved by King Alfred in his tranflation of Orofius; by the 
Norwegian fettiement in Iceland, and by the work of Adam of Bremen in the nth 
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century: and the Scandinavian writers were acquainted with the White Sea, and the 
northern part of Ruflia, to be further difclofed by the voyage of Chancelor above men¬ 
tioned. But the extenfive frozen fhores of Afiatic Ruflia could not be explored except 
by land from the South, and were referved for very modern times. Siberia was firft known 
by inland conqueft. In 1242 the Monguls eftabliflied a principality in the weftern part, 
around Tobollk and the river Tura j fo that in the end of that century Siberia became 
known to Marco Polo. Some hints may be derived from the Englifli travelling mer¬ 
chants, who were induced by the commercial alliance with Ruflia, in the 16th century, 
to endeavour to open, through that country, an inland trade with Perfia and Hindoftan, 
one of the wideft fyftems of inland traffic ever undertaken by Europeans, and rivalling 
the oriental caravans. 

Still little was known concerning Siberia, till the reign of Peter the Great introduced 
Ruflia into European policy and civilization. Till this reign, even the Cafpian Sea had 
been falfely reprefented by all geographers, as extending from weft to eaft, while 
its greateft length is from north to fouth; an error rectified by the maps taken by his 
command. Strahlenberg, a Swedifh officer, taken prifoner at Pultava, amufed his 
leifure in Siberia, by co lie fling materials for an ample account and a map of that 
country, which appeared in an Englifli tranflation in 1737. This important map firft 
difplayed the real feats of the Huns, the Tatars, the Monguls, nations which had 
repeatedly influenced the deftinies of the Eaft, and even of part of Europe, and which 
had not been fo diftinflly afcertained by the famous work of De Witt, the Dutch am- 
baffador in Ruflia, publifhed in Dutch, and called “ Eaft and Weft Tartary.” By thefe 
authors the prodigious extent of Siberia, thecourfesof the great rivers Ob, Yenifei, and 
Lena, and the mountainous chains which pervade central Alia, began to be introduced 
mto geography. The Uralian mountains began to be aflumed, as the grand natural 
boundary between Afia and Europe. Not long after Bering explored the ftreight which 
divides Afia from America ; and our immortal Cook imparted more accuracy to the dif- 
coveries of the Ruffians, who are unfkilled in the delicate obfervation of the longitude. 

"I he mention of this great name leads us to the laft objeft of this enquiry, the recent 
difcoveries within the laft half century, which have not only been important in thetn- 
f'elves, but have thrown a more fevere accuracy, and a more fteady light upon nume¬ 
rous regions, formerly only dimly defcried. The numerous voyages and travels that 
have appeared within the laft fifty years, have improved our knowledge to fuch a degree, 
that in a colledlion of this nature the accounts preceding that period are rather to be 
regarded as curious, than ufeful. A work of this kind fhould rather be intended as an 
ample fyftem of geography, Applying at the fame time the place of the books called 

the Prefent State of all Nations,” than as an uninterefting catalogue of the moft 
ufeiefs, obfcure, and erroneous volumes of voyages and travels, arranged in a kind of 
hiftorical narrative, which, being in the third perfon, deftroys the dramatic intereft of the 
original account, and often even its veracity. 
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The voyages of Cook may therefore be regarded as forming an illuftrious epoch ; the 
obfervations being fo candidly and carefully Hated, as to excite the emulation of fuc- 
ceeding writers, who have confpired to introduce into the accounts of all countries a 
fuperior difcernment, and more important topics, than had been formerly traced. Few 
countries can be named that have not, within the laft fifty years, been defcribed in a 
manner fo fuperior to the former weak narratives, that very few of them retain any other 
intereft, than that of amufement. The old catalogues of pictures and ftatues, with 
trifling adventures by fea and land, which were called books of travels, have funk into 
obfcurity before the new and important works, which illuftrate the phenomena of na¬ 
ture, and difplay the politics and ethics, the agriculture and commerce, the Hate of the 
arts and fciences. For thefe reafons, this brief view of recent difcoveries lhall com¬ 
mence with the immortal exertions of Cook. 

Among the new and important objects accomplilhed by this celebrated navigator, 
there are three which deferve particular attention, as of the greateft confequence to 
geography, navigation, and commerce: l. The voyage towards the South pole: 
2. That towards the North, to explore the weltern coaft of America, with regard to the 
probability either of a North-weft, or a North-eaft paffage from Europe to the opulent 
oriental regions: 3. The difcovery of many important iflands in the Great Ocean, 
afcfurdly called rhe Pacific or the South Seas. 

The reader has only to infpecl the common maps and globes, publifhed before the 
time of Cook, to difcover that a grand imaginary feature has difappeared, namely, the 
Terra Aufiralh Incognita, a vaft continent fuppoled to exift in the fouthern hemifphere. 
This idea partly arofe from various fractions, and detached Ihores, of large and fmall 
iflands, having accidentally been obferved by navigators $ and probably from fome tra¬ 
ditions that might exift of the Portugtiefe, and the certainty of the Dutch difcoveries in 
Auftralafia; but was chiefly founded on what was regarded as a mathematical truth, 
that a continent was indifpenfable in that quarter, in order to maintain the equilibrium 
of the globe. So vain is theory, fo great is nature, fo little is man, that this ratiocina¬ 
tion proved as erroneous as that of tiie ancients, when they thought it infallible that 
the torrid zone could not be inhabited, on account of the extreme heat, being igno¬ 
rant that mountains there are covered with perpetual fnow, becaufe of their fuperior 
altitude; and that, fuch is the exuberance of the rivers, and periodical rains, that hu¬ 
midity rather than heat is the charactei iftic of thofe portions of the earth, idly called by 
the ancients the Torrid Zone. Cook, boldly penetrating, in various directions, towards 
the fouthern pole, diffipated this illufion of an imaginary continent, difeovering nothing 
but ice, or land as barren as ice. Auftralafia, far from approaching the fouthern pole, 
terminated in the latitude of Chili; and the ocean was found to conftitute two thirds 
of the globe. 

The next important object accomplilhed by Cook led to afeertain that there was no 
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paffage on the weftern coaft of North America, which could lead to the Atlantic, a dii- 
covery which was followed up and completed by Vancouver, who found many large 
iflands near the land, like thofe on the coaft of Norway, but no inlet interfering the 
continent. Another moft important branch of the fame expedition was the difeovery, 
that equally vain was the expectation of a north-eaft paffage, the fea to the north of 
Alia being even at 72“ fettered in perpetual ice. The paffage, which nature denies, 
might have been accompliflied by art, and probably at a lefs expence than the Caledo¬ 
nian canal; the fouthern ifthmus of North America being of little breadth : and per¬ 
haps the genius and enterprife of England, exifting in her defeendants of the United 
States, may, at no very diftant period, accomplifh this fublinie objed, fo important to 
the commerce of Europe and Africa, with Alia, and the weftern coafts of America. 

The third great department of Cook’s difeoveries is, the having afeertaiued the po- 
fition and extent of many iflands, large and fmall, in the Great Ocean, now conftituring 
the two grand maritime divifions of the globe, called Auflralafia and Polynefia. The 
difeoveries of the Portuguefe, Spanifli, Dutch, and Englilli navigators in thofe parts of 
the world, have been fo ably detailed by the Prefident de Broffes, in two quarto 
volumes dedicated to this fubjeft, and which have been tranflated into Englilli by Mr. 
Callender, that it is unnecefl’ary to enter into a topic, which, by the minutenefs of dates, 
details, and dilcuflions, would little intereft the general reader. Among the moft cele¬ 
brated names mull be placed that of Dampier, a worthy precurfor of Cook in tins wide 
field of difeovery, as the reader will perceive, from foine interefting extracts in this col¬ 
lection ; but the whole voyages are ftill worthy of a chofen place in the library, as full 
of important information ; and it is to be regretted that a new edition is not given, with 
a fuperior arrangement, the parts being put together with no little confufion. The moft 
favage ftate of fociety yet explored is that of the natives of Auftralafia ; and the forked 
animal of Shakfpere here appears in all his nakednefs, wretchednefs, and filth. An emi¬ 
nent anaromift once obferved that Nature is a nafty jade ; and certainly thefe children 
of nature little remind us of the golden age: but Rouffeau, and other admirers of 
favages, abftain from entering into the entomology, and the other difgufting realities, 
which render life fo different from romance. Thefe manners, however, were Angu¬ 
larly and happily contrafted by thofe of Otaheite, where Europeans were furprifed to 
find ignorance and innocence walking hand in hand with vice and crime. This race, 
feemingly of Malay origin, enjoyed all the beauty and fertility of nature, and were 
vicious or virtuous without knowledge of either vice or virtue; but amidft their enjoy¬ 
ments were expofed to ferocious wars with the neighbouring iflanders, and thus paid the 
ufual tax of humanity to pain and mifery, 1 he ftate oi fociety difeovered in ieveral 
other iflands alfo interefted thofe who delight in ftudying the hiftory of man, an animal 
intended for labour, danger, and perhaps even war j for his life feems tedious if not 
occupied and agitated. 
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A lingular novelty has lately appeared in theifiand where Cook unfortunately fell, the 
fovereign of Owhyee having now a maritime force* to the furprife of the Tailors of 
Europe and America. 

The voyages of Cook were not only followed by many others in this direction* fuch 
as thofe of Vancouver* Bligh* that of the miffionaries Tent to convert the Polynefians, 
(and it would be uncandid to omit La Peroufe* La Billardiere, and Peron ;) but an 
Englifh colony was fent to Auftralafia, which will infallibly diffufe illumination over that 
remote quarter of the world* To interefting by the novelty of its afpe£t and products. 

The ftyle, manner* and topics of the books of voyages and travels began alfo to be 
greatly improved. A new and important fcience* that of mineralogy* had arifen in 
Europe fmce 1782* when Bergman firft erefted an edifice of fcience from disjointed 
fragments of imperfect knowledge. To this was added geology, or the ftudy of the 
formation of the cruft of the earth, which led men of general fcience and information 
to travel* inftead of ignorant jewellers* pilgrims and adventurers* or men who only 
travelled to fee fights and defcribe trifles. Thofe who contended that the world was 
formed by water* and thofe who maintained the fuperior effect of fire* ftrongly main¬ 
tain their fyftems by a&ual obfervation* and often impart ufeful facts* while the laughing 
reader did not care whether the earth was roafted or boiled. 

The ftudy of political economy* and the modern fcience called Statiftics* particularly 
the views of agriculture and commerce* not only led to fblid infiruction* but to great 
practical improvements in many countries. Even the pruning knife of Johnfon helped 
to plant Scotland with trees: and the travels of Young in France, having become a 
claffical book with the French farmers and country gentlemen* have contributed 
greatly to national improvement. A like fpirit has pervaded diftant regions* but not 
always with equal fuecefs. The bread tree has been introduced into the Weft-Indies* 
but the negroes feem juftly to prefer their former favourite food* the banian. The 
fugar-cane of Otaheite or Bourbon* has fupplanted the ancient creole; but though fu¬ 
perior in the quantity of juice, and of courfe more profitable to the planter, our fugar 
and ruin are of much inferior quality ; and the honeft colonift begins to refume the 
creole ftem. 

Having thus difcuffed the important voyages of Cook* and forne advantages that 
followed in this department of fcience* it is now proper to return to the current of 
recent difcovery, beginning with Afia, the moft important continent, and making a 
circuit by America and Africa* to Europe. 

The voyage of Thunberg to Japan added a great number of important articles of in¬ 
formation to the former accounts of that Angular country* while that of La Perdu le 
threw more light upon the adjacent Teas. The Englilh embaffy to China gave a more 
ft able form to many floating notions concerning that empire* though drawn up in a 
ftyie full of profe and pretenfions* the leaves far exceeding the fruit. The French 
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miffionaries have fomewhat illuft rated Tonquin and Siam, while the Birman empire has 
been vifited by an Engliih traveller. 

The geographical labours of Rennelt, the firfl; Englifli writer who claims the applaufe 
of a geographer, have exceeded all former descriptions of Hindoftan \ but much re¬ 
mains to be done, particularly towards the Indus. r lhefources of the Ganges have 
been explored by an Englifh excurfion, narrated in the Calcutta I ranfaffions, and 
found amidft glaciers on the fouthern fide of Himala : but of the interefiing country oi 
Tibet we only know a fmall part \ and ftill lefs of Little Bucharia, regions which re¬ 
main for future enterprife. They are fubjeft to the Chinefe empire, which our con- 
quefts in Hindoftan have rendered extremely jealous and vigilant, but perhaps a Frank 
might penetrate, either in the difguife of a Hindoo pilgrim, or of that of a gylong or 
travelling merchant j but the danger of deteftion cannot be unfelt or difguifed. 

The recent travels in Perfia having unhappily been confined to the weftern borders 
of that wide kingdom, the geography of the eaftern parts, and of Great Bucharia, re¬ 
main not a little obfcure. A route is wanted from Ifpahan to Samareand ; and from 
Teheran, the modem capital, to the Indus. Few travels could prefent topics more 
interefting, both to ancient and modern hiftory. Mr. Browne, who has defervedly 
gained great applaufe by his Travels in Africa, has, at the fuggeftion of the author, 
attempted this enterprife, with what fuccefs muft be left for time to determine; but in 
courage, prudence, love of fcience, and intimate acquaintance with the eaftern lan¬ 
guages and manners, Jie can never be exceeded j and it is hoped, will command 
refpeft even among the ferocious Ufbeks. May this tribute to his merit be feen by him 
on his fafe return! 

The Travels of Niebuhr in Arabia, and thofe of Volney and Browne in Syria, leave 
us little to wifh concerning thefe countries j yet the center of Arabia continues little 
known* the fandy deferts impeding the intercourfe. Afia Minor, a claffical country, 
remains obfcure, though it has been pervaded by different travellers in various direc¬ 
tions. The celebrated quarries of Phrygian marble, compared by the ancients to rofes 
fprinkled on fnow, and which is, perhaps, the peach-bloffom of modem Rome, con¬ 
tinue unexplored \ with many cities recorded in Greek and Roman times. 

In the north of Afia the Ruffian travellers and navigators have left little to be 
wifhed. Gmelin, Pallas, and many other names are diftinguifhed in this department. 
The utmoft extremities have been illuftrated by the mafterly hand of Cook ; and Kam¬ 
chatka has not only been defcribed by Ruffian, but by French and Englifii navigators. 
The chain of iflands, reaching from the eaft of Afia to the weftern extremity of North 
America, has been carefully examined j and that extremity of the new continent af¬ 
fords another difplay of the accurate labours of Cook. Vancouver may be faid to have 
completed our knowledge of the fliores; while the journies of Hearne and Mackenzie 
enter into interefting details in that direction, and difclofe feats of future colonies from 
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the United States, which may open a direct and fpeedy trade with all the'opulent re¬ 
gions of the Eaft. In the South-weft, the geography of New Spain and New Mexico, 
has, within thefe three years, been placed in an entirely new light, by the travels of 
Humboldt and Pike. The extenfiv^ courfe of the Red river has been found to lead 
from the Miflifippi, or rather Miffouri, to the mountains of New Mexico, and proxi¬ 
mity of Sante Fe. The fituation and interefting environs of the city of Mexico, and 
many other points indifpenfable to the geography and hiftory of the opulent province 
of New Spain, have been eftablifhed by Humboldt, a multifarious traveller, who pre¬ 
tends to all kinds of knowledge, but whofe very miftakes may lead, in time, to ufeful 
corrections and obfervations. With fuch jealoufy had Spain watched over this molt 
important province, for three entire centuries, that thefe defcriptions may juftly be 
claffed among the greateft difcoveries of recent times. 

In contemplating fuch grand objefts, it would be beneath the dignity of the fubjeft 
to mention the more minute paths that have been explored. While we pafs, therefore, 
to South America, we lhall immediately affume the great difcoveries to the Eaft of the 
Andes, where the Spanilh miflionaries have difclofed as it were a new empire, between 
the years 1790 and 1800, partly covered with prodigious for efts, and partly inhabited 
by native tribes, affording new phenomena of man and manners. Two of thofe tribes, 
fituated about 8° fouth latitude, in their colour and beard refemble Flemings, fo white is 
their ikin, fo lair their complexions ; while it is well known that the other indigenes are 
of a copper colour, with little or no beard. This molt lingular circumilance unites 
with the black tribes on the frozen mountains of Tibet, to convince us that climate has 
little influence on the various races of mankind. While the women of thefe tribes are 
of unrivalled beauty, and equal to the Georgians and Circaflians, they wander naked 
among their forefts, and eat human flelh! Their harlh language is guttural, and 
refembles the barking of dogs; and they never fpeak without gefticulation, ftriking their 
thighs with great force. Such are thefe tribes, furmounting Europeans in external 
appearance and perfonal advantages; and fo much does man depend upon circumftances. 
Another tribe, otherwife remarkable for humanity, drefs and devour their dead rela¬ 
tions, as the greateft mark of affeftion they can bellow. 

Thefe wide regions, clothed with perpetual forefts, are alfo abundant in the fpices, 
frankincenfe, and other precious gums. The warmth and humidity produce crowds of 
infeQs; and the reptiles are of a molt enormous fize; fo that ferpents are men¬ 
tioned forty yards in length and four in circumference, thus furpafling the Boas 
of Africa or Hindoftan. At a period when theoretical writers, of more zeal 
than knowledge, are providing again!! the dangers to arife from exceflive popu¬ 
lation, a greater knowledge of geography would lead them to confider half the 
earth as uninhabited. This prodigious new empire, of fuperabundant fertility, with the 
fertile ifland of Papua or New Guinea, might receive a population equal to that of 
Europe; while they are now only loaded with ufelefs forefts, inhabited by a few fcat- 
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tered favages, who might live with more comfort in a little ille of thirty miles fquare* 
Thefe grand difcoveries have been ridiculoufly called by the Miffionaries Pampas del 
Sacramento, or the Plains of the Holy Sacrament; while the author, in regard to the 
memory of Colon, the great difcoverer of America, has propofed to call this vaft 
country Colonna. 

Thefe moll important difcoveries having remained buried in fcarce Spanifh books, 
were only developed in the latter editions of the author's geography; and he may be 
permitted to make anextraft or two, as neceffary to the prefent defign. The manners 
of thefe new tribes fhall form the firft topic. u The Indians in general were found to 
be tall and rebuff:, and the Conibos would vie with the Europeans in fairnefs, if they 
did not difcolour themfelves, and fuffer moreover from the flings of the mufqaitos. 
They bind their children with bandages of flax, that they may grow strait; an 
abfurdity thus found not to be peculiar to civilized nations. The forehead is alfo 
flattened in infancy, by boards faftened before and behind, as in their idea a wife head 
fhould referable a full moon. They are, however, in confequence of this practice, 
almofl utterly without memory. The girls go intirely naked ; while the married 
women wear a flight cinfture ; but among many other tribes complete nakedness is 
univerfal. They are painted and tattooed; do not marry within certain degrees; and 
the cazics alone ufe polygamy; but the men and women are free to quit each other. 
They feein to believe in one God, of a human form, who retired to heaven after 
making the earth; but do not venture to offer their humble adorations, except during 
earthquakes, which they believe to proceed from the footfleps of their God, who 
vifits the earth, in order to judge by their voices how many men exifh Hence, on the 
imallell earthquakes they run from their hovels, caper and ftamp on the ground, crying 
out « here we are! here we are ! w They alfo believe in an evil fpirit, of whom the 
moft fagacious, for the fake of .emolument, have dared to declare themfelves the priefts, 
and regulate in his name amours, intrigues, health and fieknefs, and the little campaigns 
of war. They have alfo many charms and amulets, yet fometimes their ikill in 
medical herbs is far from being contemptible. They alfo believe in another life, but 
imagine that thunders are the battles of that diftant world, and that the milky 
way is a beautiful forefl for their diver lion. Some believe in tranfmigration, 
and flip pole that the fouls of their chiefs and nobles animate tigers and inonkies. 
The dead are difinterred after a certain period, and the bones wafhed and preferved ; 
but fome tribes eat the flefli, that nothing may be loft. Eefides the chace and fifhing, 
they cultivate a few herds, particularly the yuca, with which they make the muzato, 
their only drink and confolation. The water is generally bad, owing to the heat and 
numerous mar-flies which taint the rivers. In order to cultivate the yuca, they cut 
down the trees with great paiience, ufing axes of flone; and Girval brought from 
Manoa one made of the ftone called by the Spaniards ala de mafia ,, or fly's wing, men- 
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tioned in she defcription of Peru; but they have alfo axes of copper, the firft metal 
ufed by favages, being often Found native,, and eafily beaten into form, while iron is 
obdurate, and requires the fkill of a more advanced fcciety. The ground is (lightly 
moved with a wooden fpade, and the yuca being interred, the labour is finifhed. They 
aifo gather cotton, which ferves for their little cinftures, Such are their agriculture and 
manufactures. Their darts and arrows are often tinctured with active poifon, drawn 
from noxious plants- So great is their confidence in its power, that they will awake 
the fury, and await the attack of the ftrongeft and fierceft jaguar- They laugh when 
he prepares to fpring : the arrow flies and he is dead. But they never employ poifoned 
weapons in their conflicts, not fo much from liberality of fentiment, as from the fear of 
a retort- Large fifh are killed with arrows aimed at their heads; the fmall are taken 
in fnares, or with hooks of bone- From the age of five years, boys and girls manage 
the canoes : one Hands on the prow, to guard againft the fhoals formed by the large 
trees, which opprefs the rivers, while the other, at the poop, ufes an oar as an helm to 
guide the tiny navigation- But the ruling paflion is war, the bufinefs of the entire tribe 
prefided by the cazic, or intended general- The tobacco tubes are lighted, the jars of 
muzato pafs around: and as foon as drunkennefs begins, this important fubjeft is 
deliberated ; the firft; and folemn queftion before the rude parliament being With 
what nation /hall we go to war ?” while the next is, ^ What (ball be the caufe of quar¬ 
rel?” The caufes generally are fome petty robbery or offence ; or becaufe the tribe 
has been injured by another with whom they dare not go to war, the weakeft being 
generally chofen, as being the moft convenient enemy. The expedition being 
refolved upon, the moans , or priefts of the evii fpirit, take charge of their 
chiefs, and treat them with fuch abftinence and artificial horrors, that at the end 
of fome days they come forth rather dead than alive- With a more dear and 
rational judgment, thefe. favages impute all fuccefs in war to the evil fpirit; and care¬ 
fully conceal from their deity their proceedings on fuch an occafion- Hence the moans 
are held refponfible for the refult of the expedition; and if it be adverfe, they receive 
a thoufand maledictions, and are beaten ahnoft to death, becaufe their prayers to the evil 
fpirit had not been acceptable. The petty warfares being inceflant, the villages, or rather 
large houfes before mentioned, are prepared for defence- In the form of a crefcent, 
with the convex part towards the wood, there is one door towards fome hill, and ano¬ 
ther to a plain- When the enemy attack at one door, a party oppofes; while the other 
turns the wings of the boufe, and attack the foe on the flanks.” 

But the moft extraordinary and important feature in thefe new difeoveries is the ex- 
tenfive courfe of the Maranon or river of Amazons, which opens fuch an inlet to the 
center of South America, as to offer the advantages of a Mediterranean fea. As this 
difeovery is of the utmoft importance to a commercial nation, it is hoped that the defire 
to make it more known will excufe the repetition.

“ Among the grand rivers which water the globe, and diffufe fertility and commerce 
along their Ihores, the Maranon will ever maintain the preference. Condarnine had 
already computed its navigation at a thoufand maritime leagues, or three thoufand 
miles; to which, from the recent difcoveries, may be added, at lead four or five hun¬ 
dred leagues, fo that if the countries were poffeffed by induftrious and populous na¬ 
tions, a flip of four or five hundred tons might afcend this wonderful river to the 
extent of four thoufand five hundred miles of navigation! A frigate of fome force 
might awaken, with its artillery, the echoes of the ftupendous Andes ! 

“ Computed in a general geographical view, as the courfe of the Maranon, for 
more than one-third of its progrefs is from S, to N. it confiderably exceeds the whole 
breadth of South America; but taken on the fame fcale with the other rivers, that is, 
in a line nearly direct, the length on a map will be found to be about two thoufand five 
hundred g. miles. The Kian of China, ellimated in the fame manner, has been found 
to reach two thoufand miles; and the Ob of Siberia nineteen hundred. The Miffouri 
of North America may probably attain two thoufand miles. The pre-eminence of the 
Maranon, far from being loll, is greatly increafed by the recent difcoveries. This 
prodigious river, this torrent fea, is not only fuperior in the length, but in the breadth 
and depth of its majeftic courfe; and receives, on all fides, as tributaries, rivers of 
luch power that any one would enrich the defarts of Africa, and might fpread fer¬ 
tility, trade, and civilization throughout a wide empire. It has been feenthat where the 
Beni joins the Maranon, it is half a league in breadth. The Tunguragua from the 
Well; the Llavari or Madera from the S.; the Negro from the N-, are all rivers 
of this furprifing defcription. In Ihort, through more than one-half of the great con¬ 
tinent of South America, ahnofl: every advantage of a maritime Ihore might be dif- 
fufed by the Maranon and its confluent llreams. 

“ The recent difcoveries having been buried in the Spanilh language, and in volu¬ 
minous works of very difficult acquifition, it is no wonder that they have efcaped even 
an enlightened age. But as they lead to new ideas concerning the wonderful diverfity 
and majefty of the works of nature, they deferve great attention ; while, at the fame 
time, they throw a new and important light on the fcience of geography. The difcovery 
of the fources of the Miffouri, and of the Nile, the complete fource of the Niger, have 
been elteemed objefts of fupreme importance; and when the courfe of the mighty 
river Burrampooter, and its grand confluence with the Ganges, were difclofed by an 
excellent modem geographer, no fmall admiration was excited; but even thefe objects 
greatly diminilh, when compared with the fublimity of the Maranon. 
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** The diicuffion concerning the fources of the Maranon, and the removal of the 
ridiculous diftortions of the Jefuits, were indifpenfable in the general view of the rivers 
of South America, the firfl object of fcience being to difpel error ; and the preceding 
details concerning the country and tribes on the Maranon, neceffarily accompanied the 
relation of the recent difcoveries, as the reader might thereby perceive that they are 
not theoretic nor imaginary, but founded on a&ual enterprize. But an abftraft of the 
whole may, be fatisfa&ory to the reader, and ufeful to the geographer, efpecially as the 
original writers have fcarcely obferved any arrangement. 

“ i. The Maranon. Near its fource this river is called the Apurimac, which rifes 
to the fouth of the mineral mountains ofCailloma, perhaps in the lake ofVilque, as laid 
down by La Cruz, fouth latitude 16° 10'; but probably flill more to the fouth; perhaps 
even 17 0 , for, after being joined by the Monigote in Cailloma, it is fo deep when it 
enters the province of Canes and Canches that a bridge is already neeeffary. On the 
weft of Cuzco it is a powerful river. 

“ The chief rivers which join the Maranon are as follow : 

“ 2. The river of Pampas, or Charcas, from the weft, at 13° 10'. 

“ 3. The Vilcamayo, a great river, nearly equal to the Apurimac, or Maranon, at 
ii’ 15 1 . The Vilcamayo, like the others, has feveral names according to the provinces 
it pafles, as the river of Quillabamba, Urubamba, &c.; a circumftance which has often 
proved a great impediment to geographical knowledge. 

“ 4* The Mantaro, or river of Jauja, fo called from the province it pervades, joins the 
Maranon at 1 2 C 6', and feems to propel the chief river towards the north-eaft, the courfe 
having formerly been towards the north-weft. The Mantaro has been ridiculoully called 
the ancient Maranon, by La Cruz. 

“ 5 - The great river Paucartambo, far from joining the Vilcamayo, as laid down by La 
Cruz, joins the Maranon at 10" 45', being, in fa£t, the river ftyled by La Cruz, Ynam- 
bari, a name which Bueno had learned from fome favage tribe on its banks. The Perene 
has already joined the Maranon, on the oppofite fide, or weft, at 11° 18'. The Perene 
rifes about two leagues from Tarma, runs through that town, and receives many ft reams 
from the heights of Bombom and Pafco. From the confluence of the Perene to that 
with the beautiful river Pachitea, at 8 s 26', that is a fpace of 2° 52', or one hundred 
and feventy-two g. miles, though by numerous windings, probably increafed to five 
hundred, the Maranon receives no lefs than forty copious rivers; but above all, two 
of prodigious power, the Paucartambo above mentioned, and the Beni. 

“ <>• Three leagues beneath the junction of the Paucartambo, the Maranon is joined 
by a river, about two Britifli miles, or half a Spanilh league in breadth, of fuch power 
and force, that the courfe of the Maranon is changed for a fpace, and bent towards the 
chain of the Andes. But fuch is the amazing grandeur of thefe ftreams, that this river of 
two miles in breadth is only a branch of the grand river Beni, which, at 13°, has fent 
oft another large branch into the lake of Rogagado, whence ifluing in three powerful 
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ftreams, the Yutay, theTefi, and the Coari, the Beni pays a fecond prodigious tribute 
to the Maranon! Nature defies all the theories of man j and it would be difficult to 
pronounce whether the Beni or the Apurimac be the principal dream, a queftion at 
prefent difcuffed by Spaniih geographers, while the Tunguragua , or jefuhk Maranon, is 
entirely fet afide. The reader will reflect, that from the watery eruptions of the vol¬ 
canos, and other circumftances, it may be judged that there are vaft fubterraneous lakes 
and rivers under the ftupendous table-land of the Andes, whence the fubterraneous 
noifes and winds, and other phenomena already defcribed. The fize and power of the 
rivers, even near their fources, do not therefore, in this view, excite much furprife. 
The fource of the Beni near Sicafica is about 2° 30' further to the S. than that of the 
Apurimac, but as its courfe is far more direft, the aftual length of the navigation bears 
no comparifon with that of the Maranon, which at this junction acquires the name of 
the Grand Para. The navigation of the Beni might conduit the adventurer to the 
mines of Potofi, and that of the Apurimac to Cuzco and Lima ! 

“7. At 8° 26' the Pachitea joins the Maranon. The Pachitea is e(teemed the inoft 
beautiful of all thefe tributary ftreams. It rifes in io° 46', fir ft running E. then N., 
and in the early part of its progrefs is called the Pozuzu, efpecially at its confluence 
with the Mayro, where it forms a noted haven, whence there is an open navigation to 
the Maranon. The next remarkable ftream that joins the Pachitea is the Piachiz. The 
courfe of the Maranon here varies from due N. to N.E.; and the map of La Cruz 
muft be erroneous in the great wellerly inflection of its courfe, thereby approaching the 
Gualaga too nearly by one half. 

“ 8. The Aguaytia alfo joins the Maranon from the W. at 7 0 35' j the Manoa or 
Cuxniabatay at jf $ the Saraicu at 6” 45'; the Tapichi, or Canopocati, oppofite to 
San Regis, at 5". This laft river Teems alfo to communicate with the Tunguragua. 

** 9. The Tunguragua , Laurkocha, or jefuilic Maranon , falls into the Maranon at 4 0 
45', where the latter is divided into three branches, the chief of which is not lefs than 
fifty-five fathoms in depth. The courfe of the Maranon now turns to the eaft; and has 
been fufficiently explored. 

“ It has been feen that the navigation of the Maranon had, by the laft account of 
the miflionaries, been only explored as far as the confluence of the Pachitea; but it 
may well be fuppofed that it has now been explored to its utrooft ftretch, and it is to be 
hoped that the new map of South America, about to be publilhed at Madrid by Bauza, 
will diffufe a fteady light over thefe new and important difcoveries.” 

Having dated this great difcovery, which has hitherto been little known, our pro¬ 
grefs now leads us to Africa, of all the continents the lead explored. Some progrefs 
has been made from the Cape of Good Hope towards the north-eaft ; but in fpite of 
our amity with Portugal we have not inveftigated her fettlements in Sofala and the 
circumjacent regions. The alliance with the Portuguefe might alfo have been of fervice 
in penetrating by thefhorteft route to the centre of Africa, from their iflands in the Gulf 
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of Guinea. In this, and other difcoveries to be made among Mahometans, where 
Europeans are expofed to the greateft danger, it would feem preferable to employ fome 
of our Mahometan! fubjefts in Hindoftan, fo as to form a little unfufpedted caravan, 
who might travel without rift. Numbers might be found fufficiently intelligent for an 
expedition of this kind ; and the climate would moreover agree better with the con- 
ftitutions of people under a fimilnr parallel. Within this recent period, however, many 
important difcoveries have been made. Mr. Browne, a man of fortune, travelling for 
the pure love of fcience, has explored the ruins of the Temple of Jupiter Ammon, 
and has penetrated as far as Darfur, fpending three years in a country formerly un- 
vifited by any European. His account of this and the adjacent regions forms a grand 
acceffion to African geography. 

The African Society, who have fpared no exertion to obtain more precife ideas con¬ 
cerning this continent, except the expedient above fuggefted, of employing Mahometan 
travellers, has fent feveral inveftigators, with little fuccefs, except in the cafe of Mr. 
Park, who determined the courfe of the Niger to be from Weft to Eaft, agreeably to 
the ideas of Ptolemy. As to Tombuctoo, fo much an object of refearch, it is probably 
only a colleaion of mud hovels, magnified by the ufual oriental exaggeration. The 
fandy defarts of Africa would be far better explored by a little caravan of Mahometans, 
as above mentioned, than by Chriftian adventurers, always expofed to fufpicion and 
danger. 

Returning from Africa to Europe, the difcoveries on our part of the continent can¬ 
not be expefted to be of much importance. But great prog refs has been made in rec¬ 
tifying the geography of many countries by trigonometrical maps, and aftronomical 
obfervations. In the latter however, there unaccountably remain great deficiences in 
Great Britain and Ireland. The fuppofed certainty of our knowledge has led to the 
negledt of producing accurate evidences; and, while we continue ignorant of our igno¬ 
rance, it is no wonder that little progrefs is made in this effential department. 

Having thus given a brief, but it is hoped a complete review of the progrefs of dif- 
covery by fea and land, both in ancient and modern times, and clofed it with the re¬ 
cent gigantic ftcps fince the epoch of Cook’s voyages, this compilation is now difiniffed, 
in the hope that it will be found a faithful and accurate collection of fome of the curi¬ 
ous, and all the bell voyages and travels that have yet appeared. In fo large a plan 
there may be fome omillions which can eafily be fupplied by a fupplemental volume or 
two; but upon the whole, it will be found to unite, with the advantages of a library 
of voyages, thofe of what have been called “ Modern States of all Countries.”
